‘Several’ Submarines Dealt 
With in Pacific, Knox 
Says in Giving ‘Probable’ 
Axis Losses. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
United States Navy forces were 
credited today with sinking or 


damaging 14 enemy submarines in 


the Atlantic, and with dealing ef- 
fectively' with several Japanese 
submarines thus far in the Pacific. 
This is a rate of damage to under- 
sea craft four times as great as 
the Navy reached in the World 


War. 

While Axis submarines hunted 
American shipping off both the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox issued the 
announcement of German and 
Japanese losses to “assure the pub- 
lic that the Navy has already ade- 
quately dealt with more than one 
submarine.” 

The naval action and “the prev- 
alence of the bitter North Atlantic 
winter weather which the Ger- 
mans do not seem to like, may ac- 
count for the recent comparative 
security of the North Atlantic con- 
voy routes,” he said.

Apparently covering three months

warfare in both oceans, the an- 
nouncement of damage to possibly 
17 or 18 submarines compared with 
World War records’ créditing 
United States naval forces with 24 
successful attacks on U-boats in 19 
months of hostilities. 

From April, 1917, to the armis- 
tice, United State vessels made 256 
attacks on German submarines. Of 
the 24 “successful” attacks, only 
three were known to have sunk 
undersea craft and two were listed 
as “possibly sunk.”

VON BRAUCHITSCH 
QUSTED; FUERRER 
ADMITS BOGGING 

DOWN IN RUSSIA 


Says Battle Approaches 
Turning Point—Calls on 


Forces in East to Hold. 


Until Spring, Promises 
Reinforcements. 


BERN, Switzerland, Dec. 22 
(AP).—Field Marshal Gen. Walther 
von Brauchitsch, who led the Ger- 
man armies victoriously through 
France, across the Balkans and 
into Russia, has been removed in 
a momentous decision by Adolf 
Hitler to assume personal com- 
mand of his legions. 

Hitler’s stroke, taken at an hour 
when he himself declared Ger- 
many’s battle was fast approach- 
ing its “culminating and turning 
point,” created a sensation when 
it was disclosed last night in dis- 
patches from Berlin. 

(First intimation in St. Louis of 
this shakeup was given in the 
Post-Dispatch last Friday in an 
Associated Press dispatch from 
New York quoting the New York 
Times as saying Von Brauchitsch 
had been seen in civilian clothes in 
Vienna and that this gave rise to 


belief that he had been relieved of 
command.) 
Possible Reasons for Move. 

Observers in this neutral capital, 
seeking an explanation for a move 
which they believed must have not 
only profound causes, but vital 
consequences, saw these possibili- 
ties: 

1. That the German reverses in 
Russia—which Berlin has discount- 
ed as a strategic withdrawal to 
winter holding positions—actually 
are so serious that Hitler has lost 
faith in his army command, 

2. That a serious rift has devel- 
oped between German army lead- 
ers and Nazi party chieftains on a 
question of strategy. 

3. That the whole maneuver is a 
feint—a piece of Nazi trickery de- 
signed to distract the attention of 
Germany’s enemies from some new 
move now in the process of mak- 
ing, such as an invasion of Eng- 
land, an attack on Turkey or a 
thrust through Spain toward Gi- 
braltar. 

Two Mentioned as Hitler Aids. 


The Stockholm correspondent of 
the Swiss newspaper National 
Zeitung quoted German news- 
papers as saying Hitler probably 
would intrust actual army com- 
mand to his two intimates, Gen. 
Alfred Jodl and Col. Gen, Franz 
Halder. Gen. Jodl, an artillery- 
man, has been a sort of personal 
adviser to the Fuehrer on military 
matters. Halder has been chief of 
the general staff of the army. It 
was thought that Hitler would not 
be able personally to carry out the 
command of the army because of 
his other duties.

35-Mile-an-Hour ‘War Tire’ to Be 
Put on Market; Made of Old Rubber 


AKRON, O., Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Akron Rubber companies are be- 
ginning production of tires made 
entirely from reclaimed rubber— 
and Chairman P. W. Litchfield of 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co., 
said today the product was strictly 


a “war tire” and should not be 


driven above 35 miles an hour. 
“The material from which it is 
made, regenerated rubber, is not 
to be compared with crude rubber 
from which standard quality tires 
are made. But it is better than no 
tires at all.” Litchfield commented. 
President Harvey 8. Firestone 
said Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Co, was ready to go into immedi- 
ate production on similar tires and 
that they would give “reasonably 


satisfactory mileage when driven 
at moderate speeds.” 

Litchfield observed that Jap- 
anese invaders 
gained control of certain Malayan 
areas on which American-owned 
rubber plantations are situated, 
and added: 

“This area, Malaya and the Hast 
Indies, is the source of 95 per cent 
of the world’s crude rubber supply. 
Should Japanese successes con- 
tinue their ‘scorched earth’ policy 
to the point of destroying the plan- 
tations, our whole way of life 
might be changed for a period of 
10 to 15 years. It would require 
at least that long for new trees to 
be planted and brought into bear- 
ing.”

ROOSEVELT SEE 
ALLIED DIPLOMATS 
ABOUT JOINT PLAN 
FOR WAR ON AXIS 


Confers With Russian, 
Chinese and Dutch En- 
voys After Seeing Hali- 
fax and U. S. Army and 
Navy Chiefs. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
In conferences with the Russian, 
Chinese and Netherlands envoys to 
the United States, President Roose- 
velt today took preliminary steps 
in “Joint planning for unity of 
action,” by the countries combating 
the Axis. 

The President scheduled talks 
separately with Maxim Litvinoff, 
the Russian Ambass&dor; Dr. Hu 
Shih, the Chinese Ambassador, and 
A. Loudon, fhé Netherlaritte Min- 
ister. He saw Lord Halifax, the 
British Ambassador, yesterday. 

The White House said that all 
these conferences were in line with 
an announcement Saturday night 
that Britain and the United States 
already had taken steps toward 
co-ordination of the war effort and 
that the joint planning for unity 
of action would be extended to 
Russia, China, The Netherlands 
and other Governments engaged in 
the common cause of defeating the 
Axis. 

Stephen Early, presidential secre- 
tary, remarked of today’s confer- 
ences, however, that they were of 
a “very preliminary” nature. 

Litvinoff, first of the Allied dip- 
lomats on the White House en- 
gagement list, spent less than half 
an hour with Roosevelt and de- 
parted without divulging to report- 
ers any details of his call. 

The Chinese Aembassador and 
The Netherlands Minister likewise 
were silent when they concluded

RANGOON, Burma, Dec. 
(AP). The Royal Air Force at- 
tacked a Japanese air base in East-

It indicated that the new British 
line was anchored on the west side 
of the peninsula in the vicinity of 
Kuala Kangsar, about 20 miles 
north of Ipoh and 330 miles from 
Singapore. 

From Kuala Kangsar the front 
apparently extended eastward 
through Kuala Krai, which is sit-

Bharu, where the Japanese made 
their initial landing on the coast 
Dec, 8.

Guam Civilians Machine-Gunned 
In Streets, Navy Report Says 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
The Navy said today its last mes- 
sage from the Island of Guam— 
received two days after the attack 
on Peart Harbor — reported that 
civilians in the streets and a na- 
tive hospital in Agana—the capital 
—had been machine-gunned by 
enemy planes, 

Since Dec. 13 the capture of the 
island by the Japanese has been 
considered “probable.” 

The Navy said at that time it 
had been unable to communicate 
with the Pacific outpost 1600 miles 
east of the Philippines and 1500 
miles west of Wake.

The Far Eastern command said 
tanks were being used in the heavy 
and bloody fighting along a stretch 
of sheltered coastline on Luzon Is- 
land more than 100 miles northwest 
of the Philippine capital. The 
Americans long have anticipated 
the Japanese would attempt a major 
landing on Lingayen Gulf and 
were waiting for it. The Army 
said there was no doubt that this 
was the beginning of Japan's ma- 
jor drive in the Philippines. 

While the fighting went on up- 
abated on the shore, a spokesman 
at the Far Eastern command head- 
quarters said rumors were heard 
of the sinking of Japanese trans- 
ports in Lingayen Gulf. He added, 
however, that the rumors had not 
been verified and that there had 
been no new advices from the 
front. 

One Landing Prevented. 

It was announced officially that 
at one point the Japanese attempt- 
ed to land forces from the trans- 
ports under the guns of destroyers, 
but they were driven off by heavy 
guns and a landing in that sector 
was prevented. 

It was reported unofficially that 
the action was centered between 
the port of Lingayen, where a pre- 
vious Japanese landing party was 
wiped out, and the town of Agoo, 
20 miles north of Lingayen. 

Some of the Filipinos now fight- 
ing were in the division which 
wiped out a Japanese landing 
party in the same area during the 
first week of the war.

War in East Underestimated. 


Hitler himself gave no clew to 
the real reasons for his move, 
though some quarters attached sig- 
nificance to his prefatory state- 
ment that “the campaign in the 
east has assumed proportions 
which exceeded all past notions.” 
In announcing that he had re- 
placed Von Brauchitsch, Hitler 
gave only this cryptic explanation: 
“The vastness of the theater of 
war, the close connection of the 
conduct of land operations with 
the political and economic war 
aims, and also the numerical size 
of the army compared with other 
parts of the armed forces, have in- 
duced the Fuehrer to follow his 
intuitions and to influence in the 
strongest possible manner the oper- 
ation and equipment of the army 
and to reserve to himself personal- 
ly all essential decisions in this 
sphere.” 

Recalling that he had answered 
an “inward call” when he became 
his “own generalissimo” and took 
charge of all the German armed 
forces early in 1938, Hitler said 
that now he must take personal 
direction of the army, combining 
in his own hands the leadership 
of the whole armed forces with the 
supreme command of the army.” 
Hitler said he was replacing Von 
Brauchitsch “while fully recogniz- 
ing his merits,” but gave no hint of 
the position to which the erstwhile 
army leader had been relegated. 


Appeal Addressed to Army. 


After announcing the change in 
leadership, Hitler addressed a per- 
sonal message to the army, appeal- 
ing to his troops for fanatical 
courage and asking their loyalty 
and obedience. 

Hitler told his soldiers that “the 
present war now is entering on a 
new and favorable stage for us” 
and that Germany was “facing a 
decision of world wide impor- 
tance,” but he acknowledged 
frankly that the German offensive 
in Russia had bogged down for 
the winter. 

“Our armies in the east,” he said, 
“after immortal victories without 
parallel in world history against 
the most dangerous enemy of all 
time, must now, owing to the onset 
of winter, be brought from mobile 
progress into a stationary front. 


“It is their task, up to the com- 
ing of spring, to hold and defend 
with fanaticism what they hitherto 
have conquered with immeasurable 
heroism and heavy sacrifices.” 


He made his appeal to the troops 
as an old World War soldier who 
had “experienced personally the 
horrors of almost all battles, was 
wounded twice and even threat- 
ened with blindness.” 

Japan’s Entry “Good Fortune.” 

He said Japan’s entrance into 
the war was “good fortune” for 
Germany, but warned that there 
were difficult times ahead, and 
said that “every German soldier 
must set an example to our loyal 
allies.” 


Meanwhile, he promised his 
troops that: 

1. Fresh units would be formed 
and new and better weapons issued 
for a resumption of the offensive 
in the East next spring. 

2. Defense of the western front 
would be strengthened from Nor- 
way to the Spanish frontier. 

3. Difficulties of organizing com- 
munications, extending throughout 
the continent and stretching south- 
ward to Africa, would be over- 
come. 

“What I can do for you, my sol- 
diers of the army and SS (Schutz- 
staffel or Elite Guard) formations, 
by way of care and leadership, will 
be done,” he promised. 

Von Bock Reported Ousted. 

Announcement of Von Brau- 
chitsch’s ouster came six months 
to the day after he led the German 
armies across the Russian border 
in a struggle which the Germans 
characterized as a crusade against 
Communism. 

Rumors had been current in the 
last week that a shakeup was im- 
minent. They not only mentioned 
Yon Brauchitsch but said Gen. 
Feodor von Bock, commander of 
German forces on the Moscow 
front, had been relieved of *his 
command by Field Marshal Sieg- 
mund Wilhelm List, who directed 
Germany’s Balkan campaign. 
One of the last reports of Von 
Brauchitsch in the field was that 
he had been sent early this month 
to try to bolster the stalled and 
repulsed German offensive on the 
Black Sea coast. 

Only Saturday Propaganda Min- 
ister Paul Joseph Goebbels, speak- 
ing for Hitler, told Germany can- 
didly that its army in Russia is up 
against “an enemy superior in men 
and materials.”

CAIRO, Dec. 22 (AP).—A patrol 
far out in front of the rapidly ad- 
vancing British Army in Libya has 
made a surprise thrust against an 
Axis garrison 150 miles within 
Tripolitania, British general head- 
quarter. disclosed today in a com- 
munique which, for the third suc- 
cessive day, indicated the main 
British forces were pressing west- 


ward at top speed. 

The exact site of the raid, where 
the entire garrison was said to 
have been “accounted for,” al- 
though it outnumbered the attack- 
ers six to one, and at least 24 Ger- 
man and Italian planes were de- 
stroyed on the ground, was not 
given. 

That it was 150 miles inside the 
Western section of Libya, however, 
meant that Britain’s vanguards 
had pierced beyond the high-water 
mark of the first big westward 
push at E)] Agheila, and had 
crossed into Tripolitania for the 
first time. 

El Agheila is at the southern- 
most point of the Gulf of Sirte, 
only 10 miles east of the dividing 
line between Libya’s two main 
areas, Cirenaica on the east and 
Tripolitania on the west. 

Another communique said the 
British finally caught up with re- 
treating Axis forces and made con- 
tact with their rearguards in the 
Al Abiar area about 25 miles east 
of Bengasi. The British said these 
holding forces were being pressed 
back through the highlands. 

Cirene and Appolonia, about 50 
miles west of Derna and far to the 
rear of active operations, were en- 
tered by British patrols on Sun- 
day, the headquarters bulletin 
said. . 

The British said they were tak- 
ing enormous quantities of dis- 
carded German and Italian equip- 
ment. 

Main Advance. 

The main line of Britain’s mo- 
bile army pursuing Gen. Erwin 
Rommel’s shattered African corps 
had driven beyond the highlands 
of Eastern Cirenaica by last night, 
the communique said. 

One force, it stated, was pressing 
back Axis units holding covering 
positions east of Bengasi, Rom- 
mel’s last big advance base east 
of Tripoli itself, while others were 
“operating against enemy forces 
which were withdrawing south- 
ward toward Agedabia.” 

This represented a still farther 
advance, apparently without seri- 
ous Axis opposition, from the Brit- 
ish advance point yesterday at So- 
luch, about 35 miles southeast of 
Bengasi and 280 miles from the 
British starting point at the 
Egyptian frontier. 

The British thus had looped 
around Axis forces at Bengasi and 
Barce. 

Plane Attacks. 

Again, despite bad weather, the 
communique noted that the Royal 
Air Force “reaped a rich reward 
from intensive action against con- 
centrations of enemy mechanical 
transports on roads and tracks 
along the seaboard of the gulf of 
Sirte.”

Text of Hitler’s Messages 


On Taking Army Command 


‘When the Fuehrer on Feb. 4, 
1938, assumed commanding power 
over the whole armed forces this 


was done out of concern for the 
then threatening military struggle 
for the freedom of the German 
people. 

The raison d’etre (the reason for 
befng) imperatively demanded that 
all powers should be concentrated 
in one hand, 

Only thus could preparations for 
resistance succeed, a _ resistance 
which it was known would lead to 
a ‘total war’ even more than did 
the World War of 1914-18, forced 
on the German people by the same 
enemy. 

Realization of Inward Call. 

In addition, the realization of an 
inward call and his own will to 
take on himself the responsibility 
weighed with the statesman Adolf 
Hitler when he resolved to be his 
own Generalissimo. 

The course of this war has more 
and more confirmed recognition 
of this fact, but it was fully shown 
only when the campaign in the 
East assumed proportions which 
exceeded all past notions. 

The vastness of the theater of 
war, the close connection of the 
conduct of land operations with 
the political and economic war 
aims, and also the numerical size 
of the army compared with other 
parts of the armed forces have 
induced the Fuehrer to follow his 
intuitions and to influence in the 
strongest possible manner the 
operation and equipment of the 
army and to reserve to himself 
personally all essential decisions in 
this sphere. 

Following up his decision of Feb. 
4, 1938, the Fuehrer therefore re- 
solved on Dec. 19, 1941, while fully 
recognizing the merits of the pres- 
ent supreme commander of the 
army, Gen. Field Marshal von 
Brauchitsch, to combine in his own 
hands the leadership of the whole 
armed forces with the supreme 
command of the army. 

Message to Army. 

The text of a second announce- 
ment by Hitler, addressed to the 
German army, follows: 

Soldiers of the Army and SS 
(Schutzstaffel or elite guard) for- 
mations: 

The battle of liberty of our peo- 
ple for the security of its future 
existence—a battle which is to 
make it impossible for us to be 
threatened every 20 or 25 years 
with war under a fresh pretext 
but in reality for the same Jewish 
capitalist interest—is now ap- 
proaching its culminating and 
turning point. 

The German Reich, Italy and 
nations allied to us have had the 
fortune to find in Japan, who is a 
world power, a new friend and 
comrade in arms. 

Japan has been strangled with 
the same forms and pretexts as we 
ourselves, 

With lightning destruction of the 
American Pacific fleet and British 
forces at Singapore, with occupa- 
tion of numerous British and 
American bases in Western Asia 
by Japanese forces, the present 
war now is entering upon a new 
and favorable stage for us. 

Calls on Army to Hold Reds. 

We are now facing a decision of 
worldwide importance.

But this, 
too, will be successfully accom- 
plished.

With 
my fanatical will I, a simple sol- 
dier, succeeded after more than 
15 years’ work, in uniting once 
more the whole German nation and 
in freeing it from the death sen- 
tence of Versailles. 

My soldiers, you will therefore 
understand my heart solely belongs 
to you, that my will and my work 
serve unflinchingly the greatness 
of my people, that my mind and my 
resolution are directed only  to- 
wards destruction of the enemy— 
that is, toward victorious conclu- 
sion of this war. 

What I can do for you, my sol- 
diers of the army and SS forma- 
tions, by way of care and leader- 
ship, will be done. 

What you can do for me and 
what you will do, I know you will 
do with loyalty and obedience until 
the Reich and our German people 
are finally saved.

An article from the front by the 
editor-in-chief of the Koelnische 
Zeitung of Cologne, acting as a 
German war correspondent, said 
the Nazi offensive finally came to 
a standstill under the weight of 
Russia's supplies of men and ma- 
terial, 


He reported that the Russians 
poured tanks and artillery into the 
fight unceasingly, suffered less 
from the rigors of winter than the 
Germans, and passed from the de- 
fensive to an offensive in which 
crack Siberian reserves, well 
clothed and equipped, battered at 
the Germans day and night, 


Turning Point in Drive. 

His article, quoted by the Neue 
Zuercher Zeitung, said the initial 
German drive met “great success” 
until the Nazis won Borodino, 
where the Russians in 1812 vainly 
tried to stop Napoleon. 

“From that moment,” he said, 
“the attack became more and more 
difficult.” 

October rains created “unimagin- 
able difficulties,’ he said, Mean- 
while a rest had to be given Ger- 
man shock forces, and the Rus- 
sians “succeeded in establishing a 
new continuous defense system and 
brought up new forces, especially 
units from Siberia.”

Villages changed hands time and 
again, day after day, he asserted. 

“Medium, heavy and extra heavy 
tanks appeared in great numbers 
any place where fighting was at 
its height. Fortifications and mine 
fields were excellently laid out....” 


The article told Germans: 

“Considering the special fitness 
of the Siberian troops for night 
battles in the forests, one can 
imagine what the German soldiers 
were up against and what physical 
and mental strain was required. 

“They never were safe from gur- 
prise attacks. When one was over 
there was barely time to attend the 
wounded before a new wave of 
Russians would attack.

INTO NAZI LINE NEAR MOSCOW 


Gains as. Much as Four Miles Claimed on 
Southwest—Soviet Break-Through in 
Lake Ladoga Area Reported. 


LONDON, Dec, 22 (AP).—Rus- 
sian reports declared today that

REDS CLAIM GAINS 
IN TULA-OREL AREA 


MOSCOW, Dec. 22 (AP).—Rus- 
Sian armies slashing at the heels of 
retreating German forces claimed 
today that a series of week-end 
successes had seriously imperiled 
the Nazi position in the Tula sec- 
tor below Moscow and further re- 
lieved pressure in the Leningrad 
area. 

The outstanding success reported 
by the Russians was recapture of 
the important highway junction of 
Plavsk, between Tula and Orel, 
which was said to have served the 
Germans as a supply base and con- 
centration point. Tula is about 100 
miles from the capital and Orel 100 
miles farther south. 

Krapivna, a town southwest of 
Tula, also was officially reported 
in Russian hands. 

Hundreds of Towns Taken. 

The Communist party news- 
paper Pravda reported that the 
Germans were abandoning “scores” 
of villages on the Tula front and 
said the Russians had recaptured 
35 towns in a single day. It assert- 
ed Gen. Boldin’s forces were rap- 
idly pushing back the mechanized 
army of Gen. Heinz Guderian. 

Another report from southwest 
of Moscow said 100 villages had 
been recovered in a single day. 

A Soviet communique asserted 
forces under Gen. Bondarev in two 
weeks of battle on the Moscow 
front “liberated 720 settlements 
and captured or destroyed 13 Ger- 
man planes, 143 tanks, 660 motor 
vehicles, 383 motorcycles, 101 guns, 
222 machineguns, 84 mortars and a 
large quantity of other equip- 
ment.”

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COMPANY’S RIGHT OF SPEECH 
UNDER WAGNER ACT UPHELD 


Supreme Court Holds Ex- 
pression of Views on La- 


bor Need Not Necessarily | 


Mean Coercion of Em- 
ployes. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court held today 
that a company might express “its 
view on labor policies or prob- 
lems” without necessarily being 
guilty of coercing its employes in 
violation of the Wagner Act. 

The Court said that the law 
contained no injunction against ex- 
pressions by-employers but that 
under certain circumstances such 
utterances, in conjunction with 
other acts, might constitute illegal 
coercion, 

Justice Murphy made this asser- 
tion in a 7-to-0 opinion returning 
to the Labor Board litigation in- 
volving the Virginia Electric and 
Power Co. for “a redetermination 
of the issues in the light of this 
opinion.” 

The board had found that a 
union of company employes was a 
company dominated union but the 
Supreme Court said that this con- 
clusion “seems based heavily upon 
findings which are not free from 
ambiguity and doubt.” 

“We believe,” the opinion added, 
“that the board, and not this court, 


should undertake the task of clari- 


fication.” 
“Free to Take Any Side.” 

Explaining that the board spe- 
‘cifically found that a bulletin is- 
sued by the company and an ad- 
dress read by company executives 
“interfered with, restrained and 
coerced” the employes, the opinion 
added: 

“The company strongly urges 
that such a finding is repugnant to 
the first (freedom of speech 
and press) amendment. Neither 
the (Wagner) act nor the board’s 
order here enjoins the employer 
from expressing its view on labor 
policies or problems, nor is a pen- 
alty imposed upon it because of 
any utterances which it has made. 

“The sanctions of the act are im- 
posed not in punishment of the 
employer but for the protection of 
employes. The employer in this 
case is as free now as ever to take 
any side it may choose on this con- 
troversial issue. 

“But certainly conduct, though 
evidenced in part by speech, may 
amount in connection with other 
circumstances to coercion within 
the meaning of the act. If the 
total activities of an employer re- 
strain or coerce his employes in 
their free choice, then those em- 
ployes are entitled to the protec- 
tion of the act.”

HE United States Supreme 
T Court refused today to re- 
view a decision of the 
Eighth United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals-that the claim 
of discharged union employes of 
the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co.

pay was invalidated by bank- 
ruptcy of the company. 
Decision of the Appellate 
Court, filed in St. Louis last 
Sept. 3, was that the claims 
should be placed in a class with 
other preferred wage claims 
against the companyl.

The National Labor Relations 
Board had found the company 
guilty of unfair labor practices 
and ordered the discharged 
employes reinstated with back 
pay. The NLRB order was up- 
held by the Appellate Court in 
1939, but before that the com- 
pany entered bankruptcy. In 
its decision last September, the 
Appellate Court overruled Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore 
of St. Louis and the St. Louis 
bankruptcy referee, Elmer E. 
Percy, who had held the back 
pay claims were not “provable 
debts” against the company.

Measure Provides $500 
Fine or Jail Term for 
Violations of Safety In- 
structions. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Mayor F. H. LaGuardia today 
signed the recently enacted air 
raid bill which provides. penalties 
of a $500 fine, six months in jail 
or both for violating safety instruc- 
tions. The law, effective immedi- 
ately, provides that during an 
alarm that an air raid is imminent: 

“1, All persons shall comply 
promptly with orders given by per- 
sons duly authorized to give such 
orders and who shall wear a dis- 
tinguishing uniform, badge or other 
insignia indicative of such author- 
ity. 

“2. All persons, except duly au- 
thorized persons, shall leave all 
streets, parks*and open places and 
shall proceed to the nearest cover. 

“3. <All vehicles on any street 
shall avoid areas of traffic conges- 
tion and shall be parked immedi- 
ately and the passengers therein 
shall proceed to the nearest cover.” 

It provides further that “all per- 
sons except duly authorized per- 
sons, shall refrain from uttering, 
publishing or otherwise simulating 
any official signal or warning of 
a foreign enemy attack from the 
air or otherwise.” 

Said the Mayor: “When the alarm 
comes—I am not saying if the 
alarm comes—then everyone will 
have to co-operate by complying 
with instructions.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt's labor-man- 
agement conference was reported 
today to have received a three- 


point proposal from Senator 
Thomas (Dem.),. Utah, associate 
moderator. 


The plan called for: 
1. No strikes or lockouts dur- 
ing the war. 


2. Peaceful settlement of all | 


industry-labor disputes. 

3. Drafting by President Roose- 
velt of the necessary machinery 
to insure peaceful settlements. 

The conference, called by Roose- 
velt to work out a formula for un- 
interrupted war time production, 
resumed discussions today after 
reaching no decision in three days 
of meetings last week. 

At the conclusion of last week’s 
discussions, the 26 representatives 
of labor, business and government 
were understood to be deadlocked 
over the question of the union shop. 
The industry representatives were 
said to have taken the position 
that labor should cease demanding 
the union shop during the war. 

Senator Thomas, who also is 
chairman of the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee, was understood to have told 
the conferees that the public did 
not want labor, industry or Con- 
gress to take advantage of the 
emergency to obtain favored con- 
sideration for either labor or indus- 
try. 

It was reported that his proposal 
was accepted immediately by the 
labor group, consisting of six men 
from the CIO and six from the 
AFL, but that the 12 management 
representatives had asked for some 
time to consider it. 

Congress in Recess. 

Congress began a fortnight holi- 
day today but members are study- 
ing war taxes, price-fixing, non-

Reports by the Navy to Congress 
and information in naval publica- 
tions indicate that the total known 
Japanese submarine fleet is in ex- 
cess of 70, with more than half 
that number capable of traveling 
from 14,000 to 16,000 miles without 
refueling.

reach the American West Coast, 
remain there for some time to op- 
erate against shipping and return 
to their ports.

36 survived the enemy submarine 
attack on the tanker Emidio, the 
captain of the ship said today as 
he and his men were landed at 
Eureka by a Coast Guard cutter. 
He described the Saturday tor- 
pedoing and shelling of the tank- 
er as the “most ruthless thing I’ve 
heard about.” Three of the ship’s 
lifeboats were shelled. 

Capt. Clark A. Farrow of Long 
Beach said five of his men were 
injured, but no one was in serious 
condition. The Emidio still was 
afloat. Eureka is about 275 miles 
north of San Francisco. 

“Six shells were fired at us,” 
the captain said. “About 15 min- 
utes after the last shell was fired, 
a torpedo hit the engine room. 


threw us to the deck. 

Plane Attacks Submarine. 
“A plane flew over, apparently 
a Navy bomber, and attacked the 
submarine.” 
Capt. Farrell expressed belief he 
was attacked by one of the largest 
types of Japanese submarines, but 
was confident that “if we'd been 
armed we would have had a very 
good chance.” 
The slow tanker had no chance 
to escape from its attacker, which 
rapidly overtook its prey. The sub- 


@marine made about 20 knots as it 


hunted the Emidio down, the cap- 
tain said. | 

As son as the tanker sighted the 
submarine, it put on full speed and 
even dumped ballast to strip the 
ship, but it did little good. 

The captain maneuvered his ship 
in an attempt to get behind the 
undersea craft, but it reversed its 
course and pursued the tanker. 
The first shell fired damaged the 
lifeboats while they still hung in 
their davits and shot away’ the 
wireless after the first SOS had 
been sent. Some of the men, defy- 
ing the shellfire, went aloft and 
rigged up another antenna. 

“If we had been armed I believe 
we would have had a good chance,” 
Capt. Farrow said, “because the 
submarine would lie in one posi- 
tion three or four minutes at a 
time. 

“The crew was calm throughout 
the attack.”

Another tanker under submarine 
attack, the Agwiworld escaped in 
a 30-minute encounter off Cypress 
Point, 100 miles south of San Fran- 
cisco.

Later its name was changed to 
West Carmona. The ship was 410 
feet long. 

The Samoa, 1997 tons, had a nor- 
mal complement of 27 men and was 
owned by the Wheeler Logging Co. 
of Portland, Ore. It was built at 
Duluth, Minn., in 1918, and was 
formerly named the Lake Pepin. 

In the. previous report of sub- 
marine activity in the Pacific the 
Navy said the American oil tanker 
Emidio was attacked without warn- 
ing, torpedoed and shelled. The 
attack was 20 miles off Blunt’s 
Reef, 200 miles north of San Fran- 
cisco, Three of the Emidio’s life- 
boats were destroyed by gunfire, 
the Navy said. 

Several hours before the Emidio 
was fired on, another American 
tanker the Agwiworld, escaped 
from a submarine off Cypress 
Point, 100 miles south of San 
Francisco. 

Although eight shells were 
hurled at the Agwiworld from the 
attacker’s deck gun, the. tanker, 
maneuvered by a submarine-wise 
skipper, zigzagged its way to 
safety in a 30-minute chase. This 
attack also was only 20 miles off- 
shore. 

A naval vessel went to the rescue 
of the men on the Emidio, which 
was reported still afloat in a 
rough sea off Cape Mendocino. 

Thirty-one of the Emidio’s crew 
arrived at the naval station at Eu- 
reka, Cal., today. Five of the crew 
were lost and five of those arriving 
today were injured. They were 
landed by a Coast Guard cutter. 
Eureka is 275 miles north of San 
Francisco. 

The Emidio, with Capt. Clark A: 
Farrow of Long Beach, Cal., as its 
master, was southbound without 
cargo. It is a 6912-ton craft owned 
by the Socony-Vacuum Oil Co,

In other operations, six Japanese 
planes were said to have been put 
out of commission in a British raid 
on a Japanese-occupied air field in 
Northern Malaya. 

A communique yesterday dis- 
closed loss of the 623-ton convert- 
ed merchantman Banka some- 
where off Malaya, with four offi- 
cers and 4 Malayan crewmen, but 
did not say how the vessel was 
sunk.

Washington’s next home game is 
on Jan, 3 when it will play host 
to the Texas Aggies. The next 
time St. Louis fans see the Billi- 
kens will be on January 10 when 
they open the Valley Conference 
season with the champion Creigh- 
ton combination. 

Bears Have Good Offense. 

Thus far, the Washington team 
has showed a powerful offense, 
scoring 188 points in five games for 
an average of 37.6 a game. The 
opposition has scored 178 points 
for an average-’of 36.6. 
If Coach Bob Kinnan can devel- 
op a defense which will hold the 
enemy down a bit more, the Bears 
should cut quite a figure in Val- 
ley competition.

Police were searching today for 


®, holdup man who shot and 


killed Harold Hough, cook at the 
F-E Food Shop, 3563 Olive street, 
ast night when Hough grabbed 
him outside the restaurant after he 
had obtained $159 from the cashier. 

As the man left the restaurant 
the cashier, Mrs. Jean Barna, and 
a waitress, Mary Skyles, called to 
Hough, busy at a grill behind a 
counter, and Hough gave chase, 
grappling with the robber across 
the street. 

When the holdup man drew his 
pistol Hough seized his right wrist 

and bent it away from him, police 
were told by Richard Burke, 6008 
Clemens avenue, driver of a Yel- 
low taxicab, which had been or- 
dered, apparently by the robber, be- 
fore the holdup. 

However, the holdup man forced 
Hough’s arm back and fired three 
shots, Burke related. One of the 
bullets struck Hough in the left 
side of the chest, piercing the heart 
and emerging from the left side.. 

Hough, 27 years old, resided with 
his wife at 3442A Oregon avenue, 
The wife got off a north-bound 
Grand boulevard street car at Olive 
street at 9:55 o’clock, to meet her 
husband after work, and heard the 
shots. He has a 5-year-old son, 
Robert, who lives with his mother, 
Hough’s first wife, at 3210 Park 
avenue. 

Asked About Railway Yards. 

As the shots were fired, Burke 


, said, he started to run the short 


distance to the busy intersection 
of Grand and Olive to get a po- 
liceman but the holdup man 
pointed the pistol at him, nodded 
toward the cab and said, “Let’s 
get going.” 

The murderer got out in the 2200 
block of Walnut street, Burke con- 
tinued, after inquiring calmly 
about railroad yards and how to 
get to East St. Louis.

UNS REPORTS 
STEPS TAKEN FOR 
HAWAII'S DEFENSE 


New Commander Tells 
Islanders of Necessity 


for Censorship, Control 
of Food, Supplies. 


HONOLULU, Dec: 22 (AP). — 
Lieut. Gen. Delos C. Emmons, in. 
his first broadcast ag commander 
of the Hawaiian department, to- 
day praised Hawaii's morale, 
stressed the necessity of censor- 
ship because of the potential threat 
of enemy raiders and urged every- 
one to work together. 

He disclosed that distribution of 


foods, drugs, gasoline and other 


essentials had been placed under 
single jurisdiction. Some _ con- 
fusion was unavoidable, but this 
would be remedied as soon as ad- 
ditional supplies were received 
from the mainland, he said. 

“Precautions are being taken for 
your (Hawaii’s) protection,” he 
said. He cited the necessity of 
control over distribution of buck- 
ets, water, sand and other equip- 
ment necessary for fighting in- 
cendiary bombs. 

Army-Navy Co-operation. 

“The Army and Navy are operat- 
ing as one and you can be confi- 
dent that they will be employed 
effectively, and with your help, suc- 
cessfully,” Gen. Emmons asserted. 

“If the courage of the people in 
the islands is to be maintained 
and the morale sustained, we can- 
not afford unnecessarily and in- 
discriminately to keep any number 
of loyal workers from useful em- 
ployment.” 

Gen. Emmons suggested that if 
any employer doubted the loyalty 
of any employe, he should check 
immediately with constituted 
authorities before taking any ac- 
tion. 

“There have been very few 
cases of actual sabotage,” he said. 
“This does not mean that you can 
relax. Both the constituted 
authorities and the public general- 
ly must continue to be alert.” 

Treatment of Those Detained. 

Friends and relatives need not 
fear that arrested persons will be 
mistreated, he said; 

“These people are not prisoners 
of war and will not be treated as 
such,” he continued. “I intend 
very shortly to permit the inspec- 
tion of detained aliens by repre- 
sentative citizens and aliens in 
order that the public may be re- 
assured as to the treatment they 
are receiving.” 

Emmons cautioned “against be- 
lieving and repeating rumors.” 

‘Tt is a time-worn trick of dic- 
tators, aggressors and saboteurs to 
undermine the confidence of civili- 
ans”... he said. “The Army be- 
lieves the stfongest defender is an 
intelligent defender.” 

Adding that the Army will keep 
the public informed of the facts, 
he said: 

“This is America and we must 
do things the American way. We 
must distinguish between loyalty 
and disloyalty among our people. 
Sometimes this is difficult, es- 
pecially under the stress of war. 
However, we must not knowingly 
and deliberately deny any loyal 
citizen the opportunity of exer- 
cising or demonstrating his loyalty 
in a concrete way.”

STIMSON HINTS 
AT BIG ROLE FOR es 


HEAWY BOMBERS 


Says in Report Drafted Be- 
fore War Started That 
Craft Are Revolutioniz- 
ing U. S. Plans. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP). — 
Secretary Stimson hinted today in 
an annual report drafted on the 
eve of the Japanese attack that 


“revolutionary” reliance was being 
placed on American long-range | ™ 
a for the defense of the Far 


Noting that the vast expansion 
of the aviation industry was ‘“now 
making possible a striking arm of 
extreme mobility and phenomenal 
range,” the War Secretary said: 

“The recently demonstrated ef- 
fectiveness of afr power as against 
sea power in the confined limits 
of the Mediterranean has suggest- 
ed revolutionary possibilities | for 
the defense of American interests 
in the similar seas of the South- 
western Pacific. 

Hemispheric Defense, 

“It has also suggested the enor- 
mous powers of a hemispheric de- 
fense which, radiating out from 
the manufacturers and training 
grounds of the United States and 
taking advantage of our now exist- 
ing ocean and continental bases, 
may strike at and ward off aggres- 
sive hostile sea power long before 
it is able to approach our shores.” 

(Since Stimson’s report was 
drafted, war has broken out. Jap- 
anese airmen have scored notable 
successes against surface vessels. 
American pilots have sunk an ene- 
my battleship arid other craft. The 
United States’ bomber production 
program has begn doubled.) 

Covering the nation’s efforts to 
reinforce military defenses mainly 
during the 12 months up to last 
June 30, Stimson reported that the 
mounting importance of air power 
had “powerfully affected our plans | 
and organizations.” 

Independent Air Force. 

With the admonition that “this 
is no time for intervention of arbi- 
trary or ill-advised experiments,” 
he opposed such reorganization 
proposals as the creation of an in- 
dependent air force. The experi- 
ence of this war, he said, has dem- 
onstrated that a unity of com- 
mand is necessary. 

The acquisition of a new string 
of offshore Atlantic bases, the 
lend-lease arrangement, and  ex- 
pansion of the Army ‘to more than 
1,800,000 men, Stimson asserted, 
constituted a consistent, harmoni- 
ous program of defense, 

The Army was expanded, he said, 
for the primary purposes of pre- 
paring to beat off by air power 
any naval attack from overseas, 
to cope with any hostile expedi- 
tionary forces threatening the 
Western Continent, and to save 
the United States from conquest 
by a mass invasion. 

“Uninformed critics have sug- 
gested that the counfry could be 
protected by a naval and air effort 
alone,” he said. “This is far from 
the fact. ; 

Outpost Garrisons, 

“The garrisons alone of our for- 
eign outposts and possessions re- 
quire an aggregate of over 200,000 
men; and this disregards entirely 
the mobile forces which must be 
immediately necessary to re-en- 
force those garrisons or to defeat 
the possible blows of the veteran 
Axis armies aimed at us through 
other approaches to our continent.” 

And—writing his report before 
the Japanese attack—he had this 
to say: 

“Portions of the African and 
Asiatic continents have suddenly 
become possible bases from which 
landings may be made upon South 
America or Alaska or the Philip- 
pines. These last places are areas 
which we are under obligation, 
morally or legally, to defend, and 
an attack on any one would be'a 
heavy blow at our continental safe- 
ty and vital interests.”

Fixed Bayonets, Armored 
Cars at Two San Fran- 
cisco Bay Plants— Work 
Little Affected. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22 (AP). 
—Soldiers with fixed bayonets, 
flanked by armored cars mounting 
machine guns, guarded two Rich- 
mond shipyards today as indepen- 
dent welders threw picket lines 
around eight Bay area yards in 
an inter-union dispute. 

Soldiers guarded two other 
plants, wiile pickes alore pa- 
trolled the remaining plants.

Searching parties were organized 
and the wounded were put into 
small boats. Practically all of the 
wounded were taken off. 

Captain Stays With Ship. 

‘I was anxious to get the Cap- 
tain to a hospital and got a 
stretcher and lines. The Captain 
emphatically refused. He said he 
wanted to stay where he was. 


“There were huge oil fires on the 
water and it was a dangerous sit- 
uation for surface ships. 

“All this time the ship was sub- 
jected to aerial torpedoing, heavy 
dive-bombing and also to high hori- 
zontal bombing and machine-gun 
strafing. 

“We were under constant attack 
until 9:15 in the morning. There 
must have been a total of 70 
planes. 

“The aerial torpedoes were most 
effective. The pilots came in very 
close—about 30 or 40 feet above the 
water—and were very skillful. 
They didn’t care much, just so they 
got their attack in, but I didn’t see 
a single so-called suicide pilot de- 
liberately fly into the ship.” 

“Two officers stayed with the 
Captain. Finally the pharmacist’s 
mate could detect no sign of life. 
The body was placed in the chart 
house on the bridge. 

“Flames cut off others from the 
fo’castle, where people were being 
evacuated, and they went hand 
over hand on a line about 20 feet 
to another ship. The last just 
made it as the line began to 
scorch, 

“All enlisted men and officers 
were wonderful. ' They stayed with 
their guns until all available am- 
munftion was exhausted.” 


Most Casualties From Burns. 


The senior medical officer who 
attended the wounded all day Sun- 
day and Sunday night said: 

“Burns caused more than 60 per 
cent of the casualties. A 

“There were many drownings be- 
cause the oil on the water made it 
almost impossible to swim. Lots 
of men were blown overboard. 

“More than 1000 wounded were 
treated ashore not far from their 
ships. They got ashore any way 
they could and were picked up in 
trucks, ambulances and automo- 
biles—everything available. 

“We worked that night with 
flashlights. . . No, . we didn’t 
have time to put blue covers on 
them. 

“All the Japanese I saw were 
dead. I examined 17 bodies. They 
wore new dark blue navy uni- 
forms and their heads were near- 
ly shaved around the sides—bowl 
fashion, 

“Many of our men had their. 
clothes blown off by the blasts. 
We worked all night and the next 
day. About 200 slightly wounded 
were able to return to their 
ships.” 

A 37-year-old officer who found 
himself in command of a major 
ship said he was in the officers’

Rather, it seems to me, he is 
faced with a great crisis in which 
either (1) he is forced to depend 
on the personal hold he has on his 
people or (2) he and Von Brauch- 
itsch have disagreed on a_ vital 
military issue. 

It may be that Hitler is com- 
pelled to use all his power of lead- 
ership to meet the reaction of his 
people to the great defeat suffered 
in Russia. That operation, which 
is still developing dangerously for 
the Nazis, certainly takes some ex- 
plaining. 

It is equally possible that Hitler 
wants to undertake something that 
his commander-in-chief felt would 
be suicidal. There are several 
guesses along that line. About the 
wildest one could think of would 
be an attempt to invade England 
at this time of year. The German 
high command undoubtedly would 
balk at such a rash adventure, but 
Hitler says he is working by in- 
tuition and maybe his intuition 
tells him that now is the appointed 
hour for a desperate blow. 


Perhaps the crisis involves a mil- 
itary dispute regarding Russia. It 
might relate to a challenge to Tur- 
key’s 2,000,000 bayonets in an ef- 
fort to break into the Middle East. 
It might have to do with a drive 
through Spain to open up new 
bases for Germany in North 
Africa. 

There is further evidence that 
all is not well within Germany in 
the language employed by the Nazi 
chief and Propaganda Minister 
Goebbels in their urgent week end 
appeals to the public for warm 
clothing for German soldiers. 

The appeals also were calculated 
to prepare the public for bad news 
of reverses in Libya as well as 
Russia. At last Hitler has admit- 
ted he ig facing “an enemy who is 
superior in numbers and in mate- 
rial on the front.” And Goebbels 
has impressed the public with the 
prospect of a long and bitter war, 
in which Germany cannot avoid 
“certain reverses.”

WITH THE RED ARMY ON THE 


MOSCOW FRONT, Dec. 22. 
HERE is the glory of Hitler’s 
mechanized horde? 


In the past two days I have}. 


passed along snow-lined roads lit- 
tered for. miles with the iron car- 
casses of several of Germany’s 
crack motorized divisions. What 
is left of those divisions are de- 
feated and in retreat with the 
army of Lieut. Gen. Vassily 
Kuznetzov nipping hard at their 
heels and flanks and every day 
adding to the huge toll of ty 
which already has been taken. 

The correspondents who made 
this trip to the northern sector of 
the Moscow front have witnessed 
indisputable evidence of a major 
German defeat many times more 
serious than the “planned, orderly 
withdrawal” admitted in Berlin 
communiques. — 

On Saturday, following one of 
the roads of the Germans’ with- 
drawal toward Volokolamsk 
(which has now returned to the 
Russians) I counted no less than 


|970 abandoned German trucks, 


tractors, armored cars, tanks and 
motor vehicles of all kinds over a 
distance of only 23 miles. Among 
them, and scattered in disorder, 
were 40 or 50 artillery pieces of all 
sizes, including a number of heavy 
field guns of three- to five-inch 
caliber. 


Unburied Dead. 


Mingled with this debris, in little 
groups along the way, lay German 
dead, under a clean white film of 
freshly fallen snow. Undoubtedly 
the Germans: had been able to bury 
or remove many of their dead and 
wounded, yet along that one strip 
of highway I saw a total of more 
than 2000 bodies which the Ger- 
mans had been unable to retrieve 
in their hasty retreat. 

In any case, the Russians. are 
less interested in dead Germans 
than in dead tanks, guns and cars 
—for these are primarily war ma- 
terials. 

This is the picture on only one 
road of one sector of the 300-mile 
Moscow front along which the 
Germans are making a more or 
less general withdrawal. If German 


material losses in other Moscow | 


sectors have been anything like 
this, then Hitler’s war machine has 
suffered formidable damage in its 
Moscow setback. 

“It helps me to forget Dun- 
kerque,” remarked one of my Brit- 
ish colleagues as we picked our 
way through the German debris. 

Traveling northward from Mos- 
cow, we entered a zone of recon- 
quered territory about 25 miles out 
of the capital. From that point, 
where six battered German tanks 
outside the barbed wire entangle- 
ments bore mute! witness to the 
final unsuccessful effort to crash 
the city’s outer defenses, we pro- 
ceeded to the shell-scarred city of 
Klin and turned westward toward 
the fast-moving front. 


Mowed Down in Flight. 


On our whole 50-mile journey 
through the battle zone we must 
have passed more than 1500 Ger- 
man vehicles of various kinds, but 
the most impressive destruction 
was in the 23-mile strip between 
Klin and Gen. Kuznetzov’s head- 
quarters. At Klin, a city of about 
50,000 population where the Rus- 
sians claim they trapped 6500 Ger- 
mans and slaughtered 3000 of 
them, we saw the first German 
dead. Fifty or 60 of them lay 
about just where they had fallen 
in a snowy field at the entrance to 
the city. Apparently the Russians 
had mowed them down as they 
ran. Frozen in grotesque postures, 
they looked as impersonal and 
well preserved as wax dummies. 

Klin itself was badly smashed by 
bombs and shell fire, but we found 
a whole house ‘in which to stay. 
We had strict orders not to ven- 
ture out for any purpose without 
an escort because of the danger of 
mines. 

At dinner, Regimental Commis- 
sar Yokovkalesov and his com- 
rades told us the story of Klin’s 
capture. The encircled German 
regiments, he said, defied the ul- 
timatum to surrender, “obliging us 
to attack and liquidate their re- 
sistance, which we did in a few 
hours.” 

Those who, were not killed fled 
to the woods or were captured. 
That was a week ago, During our 
night in Klin several of these 
fugitive Germans ventured out of 
the nearby woods in search of 
food, but were discovered and shot. 
The following morning we went 
our way along the trail of the Ger- 
man retreat—a high road of bat- 
tered villages and wrecked Ger- 
man equipment. Most of the Ger- 
man stuff lay along the side of 
the road or cluttered the villages, 
though occasional tanks and lor- 
ries were to be seen sitting for- 
lorn and snowcovered in adjacent 
fields. We could read the story of 
the retreat from®the wreckage.

Nazis Just Begun, General Says 


WITH THE RED ARMY ON THE MOSCOW FRONT, Dec. 22 (AP). 
IEUT. GEN. VASSILY IVANOVICH KUZ NETZOV, commanding the Russian army in the 
Klin sector northwest of Moscow, asserted today that the full force pursuit of Adolf Hitler’s 


armies had just begun. 


“We still consider the Hitler 
Army powerful and there still 
are serious battles ahead,” he 
said, “but the beginning of the 
rout of this entire army has 
been started.” ... 


On the entire Moscow front 
the Red Army’s westward surge 
seemed gaining momentum. The 
Russians executed a new pincer 
movement west of Volokolamsk, 
65 miles northwest of Moscow, 
where the Nazis had made one 
of their most dangerous stabs 
toward the Soviet capital. 

The Russians recaptured 
Yaropoletz, eight miles north- 
west of Volokolamsk, and con- 
tinued to shove the Germans 
back, theatening their left flank 
along the Moscow-Rzhev rail- 
road. 

Gen. Kuznetzov estimated that 


* 


the Germans were falling back 
at a rate of eight to 12 miles 
a day in this sector. 

Also regained by the Red 
Army were the towns of Boy- 
gorod, Souvorovo and Tervaye- 
va-Sloboda. 


Gen. Kuznetzov, small and 
fair-haired, reviewed the coun- 
teroffensive in an _ interview 
with foreign correspondents at 
his headquarters, a log cabin in 
the single-street village of Na- 
gornoye. 

“Our troops,” he asserted, 
“have begun to pursue the ene- 
my decisively.” 

He said the break in the Nazi 
advance came late in Novem- 
ber when the Germans were re- 
pulsed at Dmitrov, barely 40 
miles north of the capital and 
east of Klin. 


Thus, he said, was frustrated 
the. big German plan for out- 
flanking Moscow from _ the 
north; and then began the Red 
Army’s counterdrive. 


At Klin the Germans tried to 
stop the Red Army and wrest 
back the initiative, he related. 
This failed, he said, when the 
Russians encircled the town, 
then captured it Dec. 14, killing 
3000 Germans. That was only 
one-tenth of the total German 
dead in the Klin’ sector, 
added. 


Since the start of the Ger- 
man retreat from Dmitrov and 
the Moscow-Volga Canal the 
Russians have captured 299 
German tanks, nearly 3000 ve- 
hicles and more than 150 field 
guns, he said.

T HE Kimigayo, the national anthem, the words of which are from 


work of a German, Franz Eckert, a musical instructor for Jap- 
anese bands from 1879-98. It was first played in 1880 for the Emperor 


| Meiji. To the Japanese it is disturbing and embarrassing to admit 


that anything so closely associated with the sacredness of Japanese 
nationalism stems from foreign inspiration. 


The two bridges in front of the 
imperial palace over which the 
Emperor must ride whenever he 
sallies forth from the royal house- 
hold were made in Hamburg, Ger- 
many, by C. Illies and Co., who 
enterprisingly brought the bridges 
in sections from a Baltic seaport. 

This early influence of German 
bands, batons and bridges subse- 
quently placed Illies and other 
German companies ahead of all 
others in selling spark plugs, mag- 
netos, tooth paste and pills to the 
Japanese people. 

The German bridges were “pro- 
tected” during the 1936 revolution 
by the imperial bodyguard and two 
regiments who immediately joined 
in the uprising. They had been 
drilling energetically to German- 
type military music. With this had 
come the natural development and 
demand for buglers, most of whom 
were country boys without half an 
ear for music. 

These, we were supposed to 
understand, were the buglers of 
peace heralding the dawn of en- 
lightened peace of a.new Japan. 


Protests Unavailing. 


A squad of khaki Gabriels ap- 
peared in a park opposite our 
house some months before the rev- 
olution and from 7 to 5 o’clock 
practiced, their bugling. A protest 
to the police that this seemingly 
unnecessary noise might be made 
elsewhere brought the reply that 
this was the imperial army, and 
the imperial army could not be 
moved. 

I approached a spokesman for 
the War Ministry and on his 
recommendation wrote to the com- 
mander of the regiment. My let- 
ter to the commander had an im- 
mediate result. The buglers were 
increased from 12 to 20. 

My distress over the activities 
of the buglers was surpassed by 


the disgust of Japanese residents 
around the park over the mis- 
conduct of the buglers with the 
neighborhood children. 

A Peruvian military chief 
thought he could use his influence. 
At that time the Japanese were 
wooing Peruvian military and eco- 
nomic missions. In fact, the Peru- 
vians did make some sizeable con- 
tracts for Japanese military mer- 
chandise. Here again could be 
seen the growing conflict of Ger- 
man and Japanese economic in- 
terests in South America in com- 
petition with the United States. 

As a result of the Peruvian at- 
tache’s entrance into the case the 
buglers were increased from 20 to 
28. 
The Peruvian moved. The Young 
household remained. The buglers 
increased to 34. 

Another letter addressed to the 
commander of the regiment 
brought no response. 


Advised to Move. 


A revolution broke. Ten days 
later we were told the police want- 
ed us to move. By that time we 
had come independently to the 
same conclusion. 

After any long residence in Ja- 
pan one becomes accustomed to 
accepting official suggestions of 
this sort without prying too much 
into the reasons motivating them. 

We moved to the Imperial Hotel 
under an assumed name. The civil 
police at the time were friendly to 
us, It was the imperial army that 
we were combating. At the time 
they were rounding up all Jap- 
anese who contacted foreigners 
and who might be discussing the 
one big army mistake—the assassi- 
nation of cabinet ministers and 
imperial-household advisers. 

When the rebels occupied the 
War Ministry they went through

T is hard to comprehend how the 

building industry will maintain any- 
thing but an unhealthy existence, if any 
existence at all (and it must be counted 
as one to stand its share of present and 
future tax burdens), without some mod- 
ification of the present building restric- 
tions in this important defense district. 

St. Louis is a center of abundant build- 
ing materials and building-trades work- 
ers, far above even the recent demands 
made upon it by defense projects, which 
we all agree take precedence over nor- 
mal civilian needs. 

Housing is always a problem of im- 
portance. The influx of new workers 
and those desiring to take up residence 
in this city gives indication of exceeding 
the present supply of homes and apart- 
ments, offers city and county officials a 
chance to meet housing shortages be- 
fore the conditions become too acute. 
Codes can be simplified and made easier 
without loss to owners or the city, and 
without sacrificing the safety of the 
structures needed for housing an in- 
creased population. 

If the shortage is not prepared for and 
encouragement given to home building, 
those of us who “kept the home fires 
burning” in the last World War may find 
a repetition of practices used by un- 
scrupulous landlords to take unreason- 
able returns from renters as they did in 
1918-19. 

Home owners are not wasteful people 
and they do much to add stability to the 
nation in time of peace or war. The 
FHA ahd other Federal agencies have 
expressed the need for adequate housing 
in all defense districts like our own city. 
They can do much more to hasten the 
erection of more homes and flats by re- 
moving the many doubts existing in the 
minds of the people and contractors re-

A careful study of the situation would 
eliminate many of these signs and pro- 
vide additional space for ——- + 
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A development of possibly tremendous import is 
the fact that Adolf Hitler has admitted defeat in 
Russia. 

The admission comes in two forms: (1) verbally, 
by the Fuehrer’s statement that Germany faces on 
the Hastern front an enemy superior in numbers and 
material; (2) by his action in removing Field Mar- 
shal Gen. Walther von Brauchitsch as commander 
of the armies and placing himself in charge. 

Brauchitsch is the man who planned and brought 
about the smashing German victories in Poland, the 
Low Countries and France. Hitler has often praised 
his brilliant achievements, and his ability was rec- 
ognized even by the victims of Brauchitsch strategy. 

The fact that this great commander is now forced 
into ignominious retreat on the Bastern front speaks 
volumes for the power and skill of the Russian 
armies. The fact that Hitler now displaces his best 
military leader indicates that he considers the situ- 
ation desperate, and beyond the power of Brauchitsch 
to remedy, 

Hitler said flatly on Oct. 3 that Russia “is already 
broken and will never rise again.” His statement an- 
nouncing the change in command is a full retraction 
of that extravagant claim. It is an official confes- 
sion that the Nazis have lost the initiative and must 
now fighta defensive war. It embodies also a frenzied 
appeal to his soldiers to stand fast “fanatically” on 
the Eastern front. 

Hitler pulled out all the stops in this appeal. Gone 
are the disdain and arrogance with which he has 
taunted Germany’s enemies in previous speeches. 
This time, he refers to himself as an old soldier, 
twice wounded and threatened with blindness, who 
knows the horrors of war from his experiences on 
the Western front in World War I, and pleads with 
his men to save Germany. 

The details are unknown, of course, but it must 
be that the failure of his armies to capture Moscow 
and the prolonged retreat, almost of rout pro- 
portions in some sectors, cannot be endured by the 
victory-hungry Fuehrer. So he has banished trained 
and expert generalship; from now on, he says, the 
war is going to be run on his own intuition. 

This has a fearsome sound, so awe-inspiring a rep- 
utation has Hitler built up for swift and unexpected 
blows at his enemies’ weakest quarter. But is it 
military genius or paranoiac hysteria that brings 
about the present decision? Only a few days ago, 
it was reported that his physician had ordered Hit- 
ler to take a “rest cure” at his Berchtesgaden re- 
treat. Plainly, a man in need of a rest cure is in 
no condition for the exacting task of leading a 
vast military enterprise on not only the Russian 
front, but on many others. 

The legend of the Nazi armies’ invincibility has 
been wrecked on the icy tundras of Russia. Is it 
not possible that the legend of Hitler’s infallibility 
—one of his major assets in the “war of nerves’”— 
may also be wrecked? Some military experts suspect 
a ruse in the present retreat, and in the change of 
command. The Nazi Army is still fully capable of 
striking deadly blows, but it is surely conceivable 
that the present moves are dictated by defeat, not 
by some profound super-strategy. : 

Certainly the Nazi claim that the retreat is merely 
a move back to a shorter and stronger line is ques- 
tionable. Maj. Eliot a few days ago wrote ominously 
of this withdrawal and likened it to Ludendorff’s 
maneuver on the Western front in 1917, in moving 
back to the Hindenburg line, thus upsetting Allied 
plans and taking up an almost impregnable position. 

The German lines in the present retreat have not 
been shortened, as any war map will show. The 
1917 withdrawal was orderly; this one is accom- 
panied by severe losses of men and equipment. There 
has scarcely been time for much fortification of the 
new front, in striking contrast with the powerful 
Hindenburg line of 1917. 

There are still many tricks up Hitler’s sleeve, but 
the developments on the Eastern front bear all the 
earmarks of an old-fashioned military rout and hasty 
attempts to remedy it. The panzer divisions have 
met their match, and it is not inconceivable that 
Hitler has also met his. 

Shade of Napoleon Bonaparte! 
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THAT SIMPLIFIED SPELLER. 

That simplified speller who arranges the signs for 
the Municipal Auditorium is at it again. The spell- 
ing on the current sign “Merry Xmas” is reminiscent 
of “Symphony Tonite,” observed some time ago. It 
is all right for a barbecue stand to engage in this 
kind of spelling, but shouldn’t the signs at a great 
city’s meeting place be a bit more formal? 
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IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

The Japanese have launched a major drive on the 
Philippines through which they hope to wrest the is- 
lands and their bases from the United States. Already 
in possession of a few small beachheads on Luzon, 
which were not contested by American troops, they 
are now attempting to land a large expeditionary 
force. Eighty transports, carrying 80,000 to 100,000 
Japanese soldiers are engaged in a shore battle with 
American and Filipino troops near the Lingayen 
Gulf. 

This means that the United States must be pre- 
pared for almost any kind of news from its Oriental 
front. Last week, Philippine land forces turned back 
into the sea one landing party near the port of Lin- 
gayen, which is only 150 miles from Manila. What 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur can do against the hosts 
which the Japanese may now throw into the mouths 
of our defending guns remains to be seen. We have 
an important advantage in possession of the land, but 
do we have the man power on hand to match in 
numbers the forces which the Japanese are now at- 
tempting to land? 

President Roosevelt recognized the gravity of the 
situation in the Philippines and the terrific responsi- 
bility resting on our commander at Manila when he 
made MacArthur a full General—a rank which only 
John J. Pershing, retired, and Chief of Staff Mar- 
shall now hold. If our command was caught un- 
awares at Hawaii, we can be sure that no one will 
be sleeping in the Philippines under the direction 
of MacArthur, 
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IT’S UP TO THE CORPORAL. 

The good news from the Russian front is aug- 
mented by reports from Cairo of the headlong flight 
of the Axis forces from British pursuers, and it now 
appears as though the German and Italian forces are 
too disorganized to attempt a stand before Bengasi. 
That is the last major Axis stronghold east of Trip- 
oli. In addition to the rapid advances on land 
being made by the British, the R. A. F. has decided 
superiority in the air. Bombers and fighters were 
able last Saturday to riddle an Axis transport col- 
umn 10 miles long without interruption. 


When the British drive began on Nov. 18, Mr. 


,

momentum which may prove decisive. It will be 
interesting to see if Germany's new military com- 
mander-in-chief, Corporal Hitler, can reverse the 
strong tide running against Gen. Rommel’s troops 
on the African front. 
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CONGRESS IS IMPATIENT. 

When labor and industry were summoned to draw 
up a plan to insure uninterrupted wartime produc- 
tion, President Roosevelt said “speed is of the es- 
sence” and expressed hope an agreement might be 
reached by last Friday night. 

Today, the parley enters ite sixth day, and. Con- 
gress is becoming impatient. If the conference can- 
not work out an agreement, says Senafor Pepper of 
Florida, “we'll do it for them.” More delay, observes 
Senator Mead of New York, and “the road will be 
wide open for some kind of repressive legislation.” 

Desirable as speed is, it must be recalled that the 
problems before the conference are tough and knotty. 
To appreciate their complexity, it may be useful to 
compare them with the problems which confronted 
President Wilson’s labor-industry conference when 
it opened on Feb. 25, 1918. 

Then the American Federation of Labor spoke for 
all organized labor. Today there is a split in the 
labor movement, between AFL and CIO, and each 
has a distinctly different program for the wartime 
emergency. 

The CIO takes the position that the labor problem 
is part of the war production problem and should 
be handled by industrial councils on which labor, in- 


dustry and Government are all represented. For 


this, it is willing to renounce the right to strike. 

The AFL is not interested in the industrial council 
plan. It wants a War Labor Board, similar to that 
established in 1918, and is perfectly agreeable if 
William B. Davis, head of the National Defense 
Mediation Board, presides over it. Davis, who de- 
nied the closed shop to the United Mine Workers, 
is anathema to the CIO. ‘The AFL has rlready 
banned defense strikes. 

Thus, there are today important differences be- 
tween the two segments of labor to be resolved as 
well as the difference between labor and industry, 
which was the sole issue in 1918. It was settled by 
labor waiving its right to strike and agreeing to freez- 
ing of open and closed shops in return for license to 
organize without employer interference. Today, 
under the Wagner Act, labor has that privilege. 

Considering that the 1918 labor-industry conference 
dealing with simpler problems, consumed more than 
a month, a reasonable period of negotiation should 
be allowed this time, without threats against any 
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party at the conference board. This is because als 


voluntary agreement, commanding respect and sup- 
port on all sides, should do much more to insure full 
war production than any legislative formula passed 
by an impatient Congress. 
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TOTAL WRECK. 

“What ever became of the Senate committee in- 
vestigating movie propaganda?” asks the Pittsburgh 
Press.

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LOYAL OPPOSITION. 

Senators Brooks of Illinois, Taft of Ohio and 
Bridges of New Hampshire have issued statements 
defining the need for a loyal opposition from the Re- 
publican side in Congress. They say in effect that 
they have no thought that the minority should “at- 
tempt to run the war,” but that its members should 
be om guard against inefficient methods and eostly 
delays. 

These three Republican Senators take a stand 
which is altogether sound. Vigilance is always a 
need in Congress, and it is a greater need now than 
ever before. Minority members can perform a dis- 
tinct patriotic service—one which is less easy for 
Senators and Representatives of the majority party— 
through criticism which is constructive and calculat- 
ed always to improve the war effort. 

THE PRICE OF FAME. 

For better than 30 minutes of playing time up 
there on Chicago’s Wrigley Field, it looked like a 
real football game. The New York Giants had to 
wait more than 10 minutes before they could take 
the ball from the Chicago Bears—the defenseless 
wonders—but when they did, they were quick to 
score. In fact, it took three brilliant field goals 
by Snyder to keep the Chicago troglodytes on even 
terms with the champions of the Eastern division 
of the National Professional Football League. 

But the script for the Bears just isn’t written that 
way—unless perhaps they happen to be up against 
the Green Bay Packers, So, in the third quarter 
things began to happen. “Standlee went over for a 
touchdown, It was the first of four, the last of 
which came in 'the closing minutes as a final blow 
when Kavanaugh, the Bears’ big left end, intercepted 
a desperation pass and the score went to 37 to 9 for 
the final whistle. 

The Giants were anything but a pushover, but they 
never did have more than a Frank Merriwell chance 
against one of the greatest football teams that ever 
trotted onto a playing field. What clouded the joy 
of the bread-and-butter champions was the fact that 
fans realized this. They knew that after the play-off 


for the Western division championship between the 


Bears and the Packers, the real championship game 
could be little more than a poatscript for the record. 
And so only a bare 13,000 went through the turnstiles. 
It meant that the players got only about a quarter of 
the money they might ordinarily have expected. 
Such was the price paid by the Bears for fame.

This is not for you. This is for men who 
are now wearing the uniform of the United 
States, and for those who are likely to be 
called to put it on immediately. It is a word 
from an old member of the A. E. F. to the 
men who now go to war more than two dec- 
ades later. 

Gentlemen, I am sorry for you—but not 
too sorry. You are going to catch hell for 
awhile. Even though you may not stop a 
bullet, you will have what we used to call 
beaucoup trouble—hard work, hard living, 
hard beds and hard rations, not to mention 
hard mien over you, This is not pleasant, 
and nobody likes it. For all that it implies, 
Iam sorry. Any man who has to do active 
service in time of war is entitled to sym- 
pathy, as everyone knows who has done it. 

But I am not too sorry, for you are going 
to win a victory that is worth winning, I 
do not speak of glory. Never mind glory. 
Too much of it is rather tin-pot stuff, won 
by doing things that really are pretty idi- 
otic. Every old soldier knows that the man 
with the most hardware on his chest is not 
necessarily the best man. Sometimes fakers 
get the medals, and good men go without. 

But apart from glory, you are called on 
to do a job that needs doing. This country 
of ours is not perfect, God knows, but it 
is a pretty good old country, at that, and 
it is by way of getting better. It has been 
getting better for 150 years, in spite of occa- 
sional setbacks, and it is because of you 
that it is going-to stand and continue to get 
better in the future.

You know, gentlemen, you have had it 
pretty soft for the last 20 years. Times have 
been hard, and all that, but by comparison

I am sorry, but there is nothing else for it, 
and, after all, when this is over, you will 
have something in the consciousness that 
you belong to one of the generations that 
didn’t take everything and give nothing. 

Maybe that doesn't seem much to you now, 


but it will in time to come. The man who 
has gone under fire for his country is for- 
ever after a man apart. He has paid for his 
keep. He has paid his part of the debt we 
all owe to the long line of brave men who 
won our freedom and have maintained it. 
He can look George Washington in the eye, 
with respect, yes, but without servility. 
He is, in the fullest sense, a free man, for 
he has met the final test of a freeman, and 
has passed it. 

It’s a great thing, gentlemen, worth a lot 
of hard work, worth a lot of risk.

MERGERS NEEDED IN MISSOURL

TATE SUPERINTENDENT KING is 

right when he says greater consolidation 
of rural schools is essential to more effi- 
cient education in Missouri. The present 
school districts, like the counties, were de- 
signed for the horse-and-buggy era. Incom- 
petent instruction because of low salaries, 
inadequate equipment ‘and low sanitary 
standards are some of the atcompaniments 
of the little red schoolhouse of hallowed 
memory. 

The principle of consolidation must be 
applied eventually to county governments 
as well as to the schools. The boundaries of 
Missouri counties were fixed when a trip to 
the county seat to pay taxes required a day's 
driving by horse and buggy. In that remote 
time, the chief law enforcement agency was 
the mustached, two-gun Sheriff, usually a 
courageous and able official. His modern 
successor is, or ought to be, scientific crime 
detection methods which are generally un- 
available to individual counties. The num- 
ber of Missouri. counties could be reduced 
by two-thirds, to obtain more efficiency and 

great saving. 

The individual rural school is becoming 
as out of date as the rusty tin cup that 
formerly hung on the pump in the play- 
ground. With it were associated many sen- 
timents, but it hes little in common with 
scientific educational methods. 


Steinbeck Reveals Himself 


In a Biological Treatise’ 


“Sea of Cortez: A Leisurely Journal of Travel and | 
Research,” by dohn Steinbeck and Edward fF, — 


Ricketts. (The Viking Press, New York.) 
ARE will be the man who reads “Sta 


of Cortez” in its entirety. This newest @ 


work by the novelist who wrote “The 
Grapes of Wrath,” and his friend, the direc 
tor of the Pacific Biological Laboratories, is 
half an appendix filled with Latin name 
obscure references 
octopi, crabs and starfish. 

Yet the first half, if taken slowly, is very 
readable and very valuable. The layman 
will not be required to understand such 
passages as “we took rock isopods, sponges, 
tunicates, turbellarians, chitons, bivalves, 
snails, hermit crabs and many other crabs, 
Heteronereids and mysids pelagic at night, 
small ophiurans, limpets and worms,” or to 
follow Steinbeck entirely in his discourse on 


teleological and non-teleological reasoning,. 
But there is nothing complex about the ™® 


author’s remarks on red tape and the State 
Department, the tough chickens that the ad- 
venturers bought at La Paz and the way 
they bungled color movies. 

+ * * 

Their journey took them from Monterey, 
Cal., last point of connection with Stein- 
beck’s other literary efforts, south to the 
peninsula of Lower California and into the 
Gulf of California, which formerly was 
listed on maps as “Sea of Cortez,” hence 
the title of the book. Their purpose was 
“to collect marine animals in a remote 
place on certain days and at certain hours 
indicated on the tide charts.” 

Ordinarily, anyone not a scientist would 
pass up the promise of such a trip. But to 
see it through the eyes of the observant 
Steinbeck is rather like examining mud or 
water with a costly microscope. We enter 
a new universe. And since Steinbeck is one 
of the few modern authors who constantly 
labor at improving themselves, the literary 
style, whether devoted to describing the 
digestive system of a turtle or the enchan 
ment of a church in Mexico, is stimulating. 

More than that, this sea voyage with the 
novelist reveals his own personality in 4 
way that none of his stories, save perhaps 
“The Red Pony,” has done. And there seems 
to be a curious parallel between what Stein- 
beck has to say of biologists and what 
might be judged of him: “The true biologist 
deals with life, with teeming, boisterous 
life, and learns something from it, learns 
that the first rule of life is living.” 

* + * 


Or again: “We have wondered about the 
bawdiness this book must have if it is to 
be true. ... If the reader of this book 1s 
‘genteel,’ then it is a very vulgar book, be 
cause the animals in a tide pool have two 
major preoccupations; first, survival, and, 
second, reproduction.” 

Over and over again he stresses that idea 
—that the one command for living things '5 
to survive, that life is nullified completely 
only by death, that worry and neuroses and 
drive are ailments only of those who have 
too much to think about, who are not down 
to the basic concerns of existence. Compre- 
hension-of Steinbeck comes to depend on 
how closely one identifies himself and his 
kind with creatures in the other phyla of 
living things.

HOPE that the President’s ad- 
| dress to Congress on the origins 

of the war will be taken up in 
the public schools, after the Christ- 
mas vacation, and discussed and 
rediscussed in the history classes. 
For the outstanding thing about 
this first American white paper of 
the war is what it reveals of pub- 
lic ignorance regarding interna- 
tional military, geographical, polit- 
ical and diplomatic problems. Here 
is a perfectly lucid chronological 
account of a series of happenings 
all of which could lead to only 
one conclusion: the imminent peril 
of the United States. 


The’ facts, as facts, were not 
only known to the President and 
his Cabinet; most of them were 
known to readers of newspapers. 
Yet, even in the Congress there 
was no disposition to put all the 
facts together and admit what 
they added up to. The’ question all 
Americans must now be asking 
themselves is: Why, in view of 
these events, piling up upon each 
other with inexorable logic, was 
this country not bristling with 
arms? 


But it did not lie within the 
political power of the Government 
adequately to prepare for what 
was coming, because it was unable 
to convince either Congress or the 
nation of danger. No democracy 
will spend billions for arms unless 
it believes itself to be in peril. 

That the war in the East and 
the war in the West had an in- 
exorable affinity and polarity — 
that was what was lacking in the 
popular imagination. And if we 
are to have a people with a world 
sense, we must expand the teach- 
ing of geography to work at all 
times on large maps and be politi- 
cal and historical as well as geo- 
logical, economic and anthropo- 
logical. 

. . . 
HE history of Japanese impe- 
rialism is interwoven with the 
social and class structure of 
Japan, as the history of German 
imperialism is interwoven with the 
dominance in Germany of the 
Prussian military caste, which 
created the modern German state. 

Japan’s position in the East is 
similar to Britain’s in the West: 
An island power, densely popu- 
lated, dependent upon the rest of 
the world for essential materials 
and markets. A strong navy for 
such: a power is logical. But 
whereas the British tradition has 
made a nation of sailors and mer- 
chants, sailors and merchants in 
nowise dominated Japan: The 
dominant class, the samurai, are 
warriors, feudal knights, Prussian 
junkers of Mongolian race. And 
this class conceived of Japan as a 
sea power and a land power, using 
her island bases to dominate and 
subjugate the continent of Asia: 

Such a dream was once that of 
the British. But they gave it up 
after the wars with France. Their 
policy of security became, like 
ours, not domination, but protec- 
tion of Europe—and the world— 
from domination by any one or 
two great. powers. 

* ” * 

HERE is, however, no “Ger- 

many” on the Asiatic conti- 
nent. China, with enormous man 
power, never has become a cen- 
trally controlled and militaristic 
nation, and Chinese Confucianism 
had made them the Christian-like 
philosophers of the East, ruled by 
mandarins, well-educated civilians, 
and bureaucrats, contemptuous of 
militarism. 

China is the most civilized na- 
tion in Asia. Japan is the most 
intelligent pupil of Western na- 
tions, above all, of Prussia. Ja- 
pan’s “Bismarckian” era of blood 
and iron, beginning with the Rus- 
so-Japanese War, and the conquest 
of Korea and Port Arthur; has 
never been interrupted by defeat, 
by. revolution, or by the interim 


of anything corresponding to the 
Weimar Republic. 

The roots of today’s Japanese 
aggression are to be sought not 
10 but 50 years ago, although the 
President is right in showing that 
the acute danger for our times be- 
gan in 1931, 


= ~ om 
HE analogies between Ger- 
many in the West and Japan in 
the East are striking. Naziism 
with its concept of the superrace 
is exactly duplicated in the Jap- 
anese samurai mind. Naziism, 
which is a return to German feu- 
dalism in twentieth century form— 
a feudalism dominated by a mys- 
tic god—head symbol of the race, 
praetorian guards, soldiers, and 
industrial barons, is the Western 
version of the samurai philosophy. 
Fascism, although it started in 
Italy, never struck its deepest roots 
there. It belongs to no Christian, 
Mediterranean civilization. It 
found its real habitat amongst the 
warriors of Eastern Germany — 
with a remembrance of Teutonic 
knights.

HERE are other Mnalogies. 

Hitler prepared for and waged 
war in order to stem an internal 
tide in Germany: the rise of the 
industrial worker to a powerful 
place in society, with the threat, 
therewith, of permanently over- 
turning the feudalistic tradition. 
This rise ofethe workers, easily 
dismissed by the phrase “Com- 
munism,” and far better compre- 
hended in the word “democracy,” 
threatened the nistoric classes, 
who recognized by instinct if not 


gogic tyrant. Abandoning mean- 
ingless isms, the outstanding fact 
of the Twentieth Century has been 
the struggle of wage workers for 
a status in society, and for equali- 
ty of power in governing it. This 
rise could only be stemmed, 
thought the feudalists, by war. 
Whether they were right or not de- 
pends on the outcome of the war, 
which has become, exactly, for us, 
a war to destroy feudalism in its 
Twentieth Century and most terri- 
ble manifestation. 

In‘ this sense both Germany and 
Japan are driven to war. Any 
other means would destroy the 
present social structure of both 
countries. Two million common 
soldiers, returned to Japan from 
China, would be an internal men- 
ace of the first order.

AR-SIGHTED, Roosevelt knew 
this, and did not accept the in- 
vitation of Japan to play the role 
of Chamberlain and visit Tojo. 

What would have happened to 
us, if he had, and the Japanese 
had timed their attack with the 
President on the high seas?

REPORT ON TK BITE 
IN SLEEPNG SICKNESS 


St. Louis Scientists Tell of 
Successful Laboratory 
Test. 


Laboratory transmission of St. 
Louis encephalitis by tick bite has 
been reported to the Society for 
Experimental Biology and Medicine 
by Dr. Russell J. Blattner and 
Florence M. Heys, Ph.D., of the 
Washington University department 


of pediatrics and St. Louis Chil-|. 


dren’s Hospital. ' 
The achievement, outlined to a 


reporter on inquiry by the 
Post-Dispatch, is the second major 
step in a single season on the trail 
of an extraordinarily sly and ruth- 
less epidemic disease. The other— 
virtually the first major advance 
in eight years—was the trapping 
of the virus in one species of mos- 
quito last fall, when a number of 
scientific forces combined through 
the University of California Hooper

year-round stronghold of the dis- 
ease in the Yakima Valley, Wash. 


Possible Disease Carriers. 


Although mosquitoes were sus- 
pected as carriers of this type of 
“American sleeping sickness’ on 
its first appearance here in 1933, 
an immediate and stubborn dearth 
of evidence threw the search off 
the trail before the year’s end. 
There it remained, despite constant 
re-examination of old clews and 
the discovery of likely new ones 
that habitually wandered off into 
thin air, until the Yakima Valley 
dragnet caught a culprit with the 
goods. In the same survey which 
indicated the disease reservoir may 
include chickens, ducks, geese, tur- 
keys, horses, cows, dogs, rats, pos- 
sibly rabbits and certainly some 
wild birds of the area, the live 
virus. was found in the Culex tar- 
salis mosquito, common from the 
West Coast to St. Louis. 

Transmission of the virus from 
the mosquito to white mice for an 
elaborate process of precise identi- 
fication was performed not by bite 
of the insect, however, but by arti- 
ficial injection. The first transmis- 
sion by the actual bite of a bug— 
the tick is not an insect, but an 
arachnid—was that just reported 
here. 

The tick was the common dog 
tick, Dermacentor variabilis, which 
happens to be the principal agent 
in spreading Rocky Mountain spot- 
ted fever through the East and 
Middle West, although only one in- 
stance is known of its transmitting 
that infection to a human being 
within St. Louis County. The ticks 
used in the experiment were caught 
in the county. 


Conducting the Experiment. 


Placed on white mice immediate- 
ly after injection of the encepha- 
litis virus, they were transferred to 
very young mice which developed 
symptoms in 10 to 12 days, double 
the usual interval after artificial 
transmission, and from which the 
live virus was recovered and iden- 
tified as true St. Louis type. 

While this may contribute to a 
reversal in the trend of research in 
the St. Louis virus—and in the di- 
rection of effort for control of the 
disease, since it has been prepon- 
derantly considered air-borne—sci- 
entists point out that it dovetails 
with not only the Yakima Valley 
results but some of the _ earliest 
findings. 

“It seems likely, explained Dr. 
Blattner, that ticks in nature may 
act to keep the virus going in 
small animals, while the mosquito 


from that reservoir to human be- 
ings. For one thing, the younger 
mice were selected for the greater 
susceptibility; for another, no rec- 
ord of tick-bite but many of mos- 
quitoes have been found in human 
cages Of the disease, of which, since 
thé 1937 ‘recurrence, two cases, in 
August, 1939, and one in June, 
1940, were treated at Children’s 
Hospital. 


Fits With Some Futile Studies. 


Dr. Blattner’s success with ticks 
placed on mice immediately after 
infection dovetails, it happens, with 
waterhauls of 1933. The explana- 
tion was advanced then that the 
virus might disappear from the 
blood before the appearance of 
symptoms, which, at that stage, 
were the go-ahead signal for the 
researeher to start his investiga- 
tion. Scientists of the Army, Public 
Health Service and private insti- 
tutions isolated the virus within 
two months but vainly ran through 
every known technique with every 
mosquito species found here, even 
—in the Public Health Service—to 
an attempt to transmit the disease 
to themselves. 


Later studies have tended to sup- 
port the presence of the virus in 
the blood in the incipient stages 
only, but long before that, it was 
shown in the laboratory that en- 
cephalitis, like the air-borne dis- 
eases, could be transmitted through 
the nasa] tissues. Meantime, the

Tokyo as the situation unfolds. 

Theer are certain diffculties to 
be overcome. A major air attack 
on the British fleet and bases, 
coupled with air reinforcement of 
Gen. Rommel in Libya might be 
one phase of these operations; but 
Rommel has only a limited capac- 
ity for servicing and supplying ad- 
ditional aircraft, he has lost much 
of his stores and many of his best 
air bases, and the arrival of rein- 
forcements is under constant Brit- 
ish air and sea attack. Probably 
more could be done by long-range 
bombers operating from Crete and 
Sicily; but as to Crete, the capac- 
ity of the bases there is limited, 
and the Britsh can use carrier- 
borne aircraft in a counter-attack, 
while the Axis has no carriers.

am. A few miles farther on we 
came to the village of Petrovskaye 
where more than 200 cars, tanks 
and guns had been hurriedly aban- 
doned by the Germans when the 
Russians suddenly . launched a 
night attack against the highway, 
threatening their line of retreat. 
Equipment lay about the streets 
and fields in hopeless confusion. 
The ground was littered with 
shells, masks, helmets, pieces of 
uniform, letters, regimental papers 
and military maps. 

Nearly every Village through 
which we passed was the scene of 
great disorder. Obviously many 
cars and tanks had been aban- 
doned because of mechanical dif- 
ficulties or freezing which made it 
impossible to get them going fast 
enough to escape the pursuing 
Russians. Some had skidded off 
the road and become hopelessly 
imbedded in snow drifts. Scores of 
vehicles were overturned. In sev- 
eral cases the Germans had fitted 
runners to the disabled cars with 
the aim of hauling them away 
but did not have time to do so. 

With all the. bridges out, the 
movement across the ravines and 
rivers was most difficult. I saw a 
German tank which had crashed 
through the frozen surface of a 
stream and lay completely encased 
in ice. 

Among the abandoned vehicles 
were light, medium and heavy 
tanks, numerous troop. carriers 
equipped with caterpillar treads, 
hundreds of trucks and portable 
machine shops, portable derricks, 
Red Cross vans, staff cars, fuel 
tankers, tractors, armored cars and 
even motorboats loaded on extra 
heavy trucks. This was the equip- 
ment of a fully mechanized army. 

Despite the haste of their with- 
drawal, the Germans had taken 
time to ruin a large part of the 
abandoned equipment by partly 
burning it with straw and gasoline 
or removing vital parts. The 
breeches of all the artillery pieces 
were removed. The Russians esti- 
mated that only between 10 to 20 
per cent of the vehicles could be 
put back into service. 

We saw a number of German 
trucks and tanks being driven by 
Russian drivers. Unserviceable 
material is being quickly transport- 
ed to the rear for scrapping. 


Peasants Still on Land. 


Villages along the way all showed 
the marks of war, some having 
been burned to the ground while 
others had only been slightly bat- 
tered. Many peasants still re- 
mained on their land and were to 
be seen picking among the smoking 
ruins of razed dwellings. Mean- 
while, children played about the 
Germans’ guns and tanks. 

While the Germans now may be 
seeking to withdraw to certain 
designated points, it is apparent 
that the speed of the Russian pur- 
suit and the relentless flanking op- 
erations along the lines of the Ger- 
man withdrawal are making the 
Nazi retreat more rapid and the

Gen. Johnson— 


Real Danger of 
Token Air Raids 
on Coasts Is Scare 

and Panic. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 22. 


EVERAL weeks before the war 
§ this writer cautioned that we 

might well expect to receive 
“token bombings” on our seaboard 
cities. I said then that the motive 
for such bombings would not be 
for any direct military effect or 
actual damage they would cause 
since, under any set of circum- 
stances that we can reasonably 
imagine at this time, such damage 
would perforce be negligible. 
However, it was pointed out that 
the real danger would be the cre- 
ation of a scare or panic which 
might result in a diver’sion of crit- 
ical items, such as steel for bomb- 
proof shelters, anti-aircraft guns, 
fire fighting apparatus, etc., from 
our own armed forces and the lend- 
lease program to a needless and 
a, attempt to defend every city 
n the country from a practically 
non-existent threat. 
I have just talked with some ex- 
perts who were on the Pacific 
coast at the time was was de- 
clared. They bring back some 
stories which are highly interest- 
ing and which I pass on to you 
for what they may be worth. In 
the first place, it appears certain 
that Japanese planes definitely 
were over the coast of California, 
both north and south, The Northern 
ones were probably carrier based, 
and the southern ones may have 
been based in Mexican lower Cali- 
fornia. 


Distant Bases.

22 OF 92 ENEMY ALIEN 
HEARING BOARDS APPOINTED 


Body for St. Louis District Not Yet 
Announced; 2886 Arrested by 
FBL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP), — 
Appointment of alien enemy hear- 
ing boards in 22 of the country’s 92 
judicial districts has been an- 
nounced by the Justice Depart- 
ment. The board for the St, Louis 
district has not been announced. 

The boards will hear cases of in- 
dividual enemy aliens brought be- 
fore them and submit recommenda- 
tions to the Attorney-General. Rec- 
ommendations which the_ three 
member boards may make are that 


the alien enemy be released uncon- 
ditionally, paroled, or interned for 
the duration of the war. 

The board hearings will be con- 
ducted under supervision of the 
United States Attorney for the dis- 
trict and representatives of both 
the immigration and naturalization 
service and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation will attend all hear- 
ings.

Christmas Star “Salad. 
One envelope plain unflavored 
gelatine. 
One-fourth cup cold water. . 
Two cups canned or fresh to- 
matoes. 
One-half bay leaf if desired. 
One-half teaspoon salt, 
Stalk celery. « 
Few grains cayenne or pepper. 
One tablespoon mild vinegar or 
lemon juice. 


One tablespoon onion juice. 
“Mix. tomatoes, bayleaf, salt, cel- 
ery, cayenne or pepper. Simmer 10 
minutes. Soften gelatine in cold 
water and dissolve in -hot tomato 
juice. Strain, Add vinegar and 
onion juice (extracted by grating 
onion). Pour into. star-shaped 
mold that has been rinsed in cold 
water first, Chill. When firm, un- 
mold onto lettuce or watercress. 
Put a small ball of cream cheese 
and a stuffed olive in center of 
star. Serve with mayonnaise or de- 
sired dressing. Mixture may be 
poured -into shallow pan about 
one-half inch deep. When firm, 
cut in stars, using a paper pattern 
and sharp knife. Serves six. 


Eggnog Chiffon Pie. 
One envelope plain unflavored 
gelatine. 


One-fourth cup cold water. 

Four eggs. 

One cup sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup hot water. 

One-fourth cup rum or two tea- 
spoons rum flavoring. 

One teaspoon nutmeg. 

Beat egg yolks with one-half cup 
(of the sugar and salt. Add hot 
water gradually and cook in dou- 
ble boiler until custard consistency, 
stirring constantly. Soften gela- 
tine in cold water and dissolve in 
hot custard. Cool till luke warm, 
add rum and nutmeg. Cool until 
mixture begins to thicken. Fold 
in stiffly beaten egg whites to 
which remaining one-half cup 
sugar has been added. Pour into 
baked pie shell or crumb crust 
and chill until firm. Just before 
serving, spread with whipped 
cream and sprinkle with nutmeg. 
Green tinted whipped cream may be 
put through pastry tube to form 
holly leaves on top of pie and 
centered with dots of red tinted 
whipped cream or cinnamon can- 
dies to form berries. 

Cranberry Angels. 

Cut angel food cake into slices, 
half to three-quarters inch thick, 
and two for each serving. Spread 
top of one slice with canned cran- 
berry jelly which has been mashed 
with a fork, top with another slice 


which some of the cranberry jelly 
has been added. May be served 
with custard or foamy sauce if 
desired. 
Sweet Potato-Turkey Pie. 

Line sides and bottom of greased 
casserole with slices of cooked 
sweet potatoes. Fill with diced 
left-over turkey mixed with thick- 
ened gravy to which chopped pi- 
mento and sliced canned mush- 
rooms have been added. Top with 
sliced sweet potatoes and bake in 
moderate oven about half an hour 
or until heated through. Diced 
chicken, veal or lamb may be 
used the same way. 


7-Minute Icing. 
One and one-half cups sugar. 
One tablespoon white syrup. 


Five tablespoons water, 

Two egg whites. 

One teaspoon peppermint flavor- 
ing. 

Combine all ingredients, except 
flavoring, in top of double boiler 
and mix well. Allow to cook over 
boiling water for three minutes. 
Remove from fire but leave over 
hot water and beat with rotary 
beater for seven minutes. Add fla- 


voring and combine well.

Cochran Is Told Informa- 
tion on Vacant Offices 
Is Required if St. Louis 
Is to Be Considered. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 

201-205 Kellogg Building. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Com- 
missioner W. E. Reynolds of the 
Public Buildings. Administration in- 
formed Representative John J. 
Cochran today that if St. Louis 
wants to be considered in the mov- 
ing of other Federal agencies from 
Washington, exact data on avail- 


ately and directly to Public Build- 
ings Administration. 

St. Louis was chosen Friday for 
the new headquarters office of the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion, which has 1100 staff employes, 
and the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration, which has 900. A total of 


10,000 workers were transferred to 
New York, Philadelphia and other 
cities by a first order affecting 12 
agencies. They will be moved be- 
cause office space is needed for the 
rapidly expanding war program. 

Cochran gaid today that many 
other agencies would be moved 
from Washington and observed 
that this was an ideal time for de- 
centralizing governmental work. 

“St. Louis,” said Cochran, “has 
few vacant office buildings large 
enough to take care of thousands 
of Government .workers, and I 
have suggested to Reynolds and 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce that several of the large 
store buildings now vacant could 
be used for the Government agen- 
cies. Where there is vacant office 
space it is usually’ scattered 
ghroughout a building. The store 
buildings, with their hundreds of 
thousands of square feet of space, 
are advantageously located.” 

Cochran said that property own- 
ers with buildings to offer should 
send to Reynolds exact data show- 
ing what large blocks of space are 
available for Government use. 

Reynolds’ address is Public 
Building Administration, Seventh 
and D streets, Southwest, Wash- 
ington, 

Report Listing 500,000 Square Feet 
of Space Going to Capital. 

A report listing 500,000 square 
feet of immediately available of- 
fice space in St. Louis buildings.-is 
being forwarded to the Public 
Buildings Admiristration by the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce.

Christmas Wreath Cookies. 

Three cups all-purpose flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

Three-fourths cup butter. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

Two eggs, beaten. 

Three hard-cooked egg yolks, 
ricea. 

One-half teaspoon almond extract 
Or one teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift flour, measure; sift twice 
with salt and baking powder. 
Cream butter until soft and 
smooth: add sugar gradually and 
continue creaming until smooth. 
Beat eggs with the riced hard- 
cooked egg yolks until well blend- 
e~ Stir in flavoring. Add to 
creamed mixture and beat until 
fluffy. Blend in dry ingredients 
gradually. Turn out onto lightly 
floured board and roll about one- 
eighth inch thick. Cut out with 
scalloped cookie cutter, and cut 
out centers with inside of dough- 
nut cutter or thimble. Brush well 
with slightly beaten egg white and 
sprinkle with granulated sugar or 
colored decorating sugar. Dec- 
orate with bits of candied citron 
and candied cherries. Other shaped 
cookie cutters may be used. If 
desired, roll strips of dough into 
long strings and twist two of 
them together, joining ends to 
form wreath; brush these also 
with ege white and sprinkle with 
colored sugar. Transfer to but- 
tered cookie sheets and bake in 
a hot oven (400 degrees F.) for 
six to egiht minutes or until deli- 
cately browned. Makes about six 
dozen small cookies.

The:Progress 


‘In Treatment 
Of Pneumonia 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


NEUMONIA which was once 
P ‘captain of the Men of Death” 

has, in this year of grace, lost 
most of its terror through the ap- 
plication of modern methods of 
treatment and control. 

The Year Book of General Medi- 
cine for 1941, which is a review of 
ail the important work done during 
the year, reports the death rate in 
pneumonia from a number of clin- 
ics. The average death rate was 
about 6 per cent. The mortality 
varies somewhat due to the greater 
incidence of the more malignant 
types of pneumonia in some clinics. 

The social status of the patients 
in different hospitals also has an 
influence on mortality. Patients 
who have been living in good to 
fair economic circumstances with’ 
good nutrition and not in an over- 
crowded condition naturally ghow 
a better rate of recovery. I read 
in a report from one clinic which 
had a large number of cases—over 
100—that there were no deaths 
whatever in the years 1940 and 
1941, 
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THE HIGHEST DEATH rate re- 
ported from any clinic was 9 per 
cent. This is in striking contrast 
to former years. In Osler’s “Prac- 
tice of Medicine” of the date of 
1905, the mortality is put down as 
from 20 to 40 per cent. 

The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. made an interesting investiga- 
tion of all the death claims from 
pneumonia during 1940-1941. Ques- 
tionnaires were sent to the families 
to try to determine various factors 
in the cause of death. A frequent 
finding was delay in calling the 
doctor in the fatal cases. In only 
about one-tenth of the cases was 
the doctor called on the first day 
of illness. In more than 40 per 
cent a doctor had not been called 
until the fourth day or later, and 
in 12 per cent not until the eighth 
day or later. 

This is really an important item 
now that the doctor can do some- 
thing definite and helpful in a case 
of pneumonia. Everyone agrees 
that the earlier serum treatment 
and the sulfonamidé drugs are giv- 
en, the better is the hope of re- 
covery, 
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THE EARLY SYMPTOMS of 
pneumonia therefore should be 
known, The onset is sudden, there 
is often a chill. There is a feeling 
of feverishness with great weak- 
ness and prostration and a feeling 
of tightness in the chest which may 
amount to pain, and perhaps. a 
localized stitch in the side. Cough 
does not often occur early, but 
there may be a sticky, bloody, rus- 
ty-looking sputum, but not always. 
Shortness of breath and rapid res- 
piration are almost always present. 
Any combination of these symp- 
toms should mean a call for the 
doctor. 


Even more astonishing than the 
improvement in death rate in pneu- 
monia is the improvement in inci- 
dence. Among white industrial 
policy holders of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co. the actual 
number of cases of pneumonia that 
occurred, whether they got well or 
not, is below 10 per 100,000. Con- 
trast this with statistics of 1917 
which show a death rate of 150 per 
100,000 population.‘ It is indeed 
probable that at the present state 
of civilization, we have reduced 
pneumonia to a minimum. We are 
approaching a figure below which 
it is unlikely that pneumonia can 
be reduced greatly. This is like 
most prophecies however — they 
often get upset. ‘

Answer: According to some of 
my correspondents, garlic has been 
successfully used for high blood 
pressure. It is also said to be an 
intestinal antiseptic and while I 
have had little personal experience 
with this, I have found that one 
must regard old, established opin- 
ions about drugs with a good déal 
of respect. At least it will do no 
harm to try it.

THE BOOGER HOLLER 


Women Folks of Arkansas Settlement 
Saved to Build Community House but 
When Uncle Sam Asked for Help, They 
Used the Money to Buy Defense Bonds.

RUSSELLVILLE, Ark., Dec. 22. 


OOGER HOLLER needed a 
B community house. The women 

of Booger Holler were deter- 
mined that it should have one. 
They set about raising money for 
it and enlisting volunteers—men 
who would mobilize when the 
time came and build it without 
charge for their labor. 

Before the time came the na- 
tion’s need for help arose. Out of 
Washington went the call: “Buy 
bonds for defense.” The women 
of Booger Holler heard it and an- 
swered it, They bought bonds 
with the money that they had 
earned and saved for their commu- 
nity house. 

Washington heard about it. Sec- 
retary of War Stimson wrote to 
the women of Booger Holler prais- 
ing their patriotism and thanking 
them for what they had done. From 
Washington he sent men flying, a 
writer and a photographer, to 


Booger Holler to make a record - 


of what its women had done, to be 
held up as an example for all 
Americans. So Booger Holler, least 
among the isolated communities of 
the Arkansas mountains, took its 
place on the’nation’s roll of honor, 

Booger Holler is a mile-long 
wooded and rocky defile leading 
down to Bullfrog Valley, where 
Big Sandy Creek flows. It has its 
tradition, which accounts for its 
name. Long, long ago, the old

when Secretary 
Stimson wanted to send men there, 
was that it was somewhere in the 
Ozarks about a hundred miles 
northwest of Little Rock. So to 
Camp Robinson at Little Rock the 
men flew and from there set out 
in an Army truck, headed north- 
west, coming at last at the end of a 
day, to Booger Holler and to the 
home of Mrs. Arthur Jones, presi- 
dent of the Booger Holler Home 
Demonstration Club. 


It was when the Home Demon- 
stration Club was formed three 
and a half years ago that the wom- 
en of the holler and the country 
round about began going places 
and the hope and later the plan for 
a community house took form. Be- 
fore that some of the women of the 
holler had been members of the 
Pleasant Grove Home Demonstra- 
tion Club in an adjoining commu 
nity. The Pleasant Grove club was 
all right but the Booger women 
thought it would be better for the 
holler if it had a club of its own, 
So the eight holler women with- 
drew and called a meeting at the 
home of Mrs. Cecil Jones, at which 


the Booger Holler Club was formed 


by Miss Mabel Bussell of Russell- 
ville, home demonstration agent of 
Pope County, with Mrs, Arthur 
Jones as its first president, and 
with these charter members: Mrs.

folks tell, when ox teams traveled 
the rutted road from Russellville 
to Jasper, a headless booger man 
sat on a high holler rock when the 
moon was pale, a fearsome wraith 
if he only sat, more fearsome if he 
swooped down and rode the off-ox 
or, if it was a horseman who 
passed, perched behind the rider’s 
saddle and could not be dislodged.

The first thing that the women 
of the new club did was to adopt a 
uniform. The purpose of that was 
to spare the feelings of any of the 
members who might not be able to 
dress as well as others.

When there is a fire in the com- 
munity and a family is burned out, 
the club members help-the family 
to get established under another 
roof and the quilters of the club 
come forward with the bed cover- 
ing that they have made for just 
such an emergency.

ing about having a community 
house where the club could meet 
and which could be used for other 
community purposes. In January 
the decision was made to proceed 
with the undertaking. It was quite 
an undertaking in a neighborhood 
where only three or four of the 
families had an income above $500 
a year. There were ways that the 
women could make money but if 
they had to pay for everything, 
from the ground up, it would take 
them years to swing it. But there 
were the men, the husbands of the 
members, They, as well as the 
women, would have the use of the 
building. Maybe they would help. 
The women worked on them and 
got promises that they would sup- 
ply the lumber and do the.building. 


The dream of a community house 
was nearer coming true, but it was 
estimated that the cost, apart from 
the lumber and labor, would be 
about $300. If the women could by 
their own efforts raise half of that 
they could have the face to go out 
and ask for subscriptions to cover 
the other half. 


The women, most of them unable 
to make cash contributions, began 
earning money, little by little. At 
the 1939 county fair at Russell- 
ville they had an exhibit that won 
second prize of $10. The best part 
of the exhibit, some said, was the 
women themselves, in their white 
uniform dresses. Nearly all the 
members of .the club were there. 
They had come to town, packed in 
two trucks, reminiseent of that oth- 
er entry, 18 years ago, when the 
men of Bullfrog Valley came truck- 
ing into town, bringing their stills 
along.

Last year the holler women did 
With a model com- 
munity house, symbol of the one 
they hoped to build, they took first 
prize and added $12.50 to their 
treasury. For this year’s fair, the 
club members made great prepara- 
tions.

In a personal letter to Mrs. 
Jones, the Secretary of War in- 
formed her of what had been done 
and commended the club for “a 
wholesome spirit of Americanism 
that defies and will help defeat 
Hitler.” The full text of the letter 
is not available because Mrs. Jones, 
in her haste, wrote her acknowled- 
ment on the reverse side and sent 
it back. 

The club did not win the first 
prize nor the second because the 
judges ruled that the exhibit did 
not come within the rules, in that 
it did not present products of the 
home and farm. Mrs. Jones was 
indignant. 

“What better products of the 
home and farm could we have 
shown,” she demanded, “than these 
soldier boys?” The soldiers were 
downhearted. They took it as a 
defeat for the Army. Their moth- 
ers “cried like they’d been 
whipped.” 

There was small consolation for 
the holler women in the third prize 
that went to them, but it helped 
the hurt to know that their pa- 
triotism was acknowledged in 
Washington and had been ac- 
claimed throughout the nation in 
press releases that had been 
ordered by Secretary of War Stim- 
son. 

Then there was the visit of Lieut. 
Richard K. Bard and Private 
Frank Errigo, sent by the War De- 
partment by plane and truck for 
information and pictures to be sent 
out over the country to stimulate 
the buying of defense bonds. It 
was near the close of the day when 
the Army men arrived. That night 
photographic bulbs were flashing 
up and down the holler making a 
picture record of the activities of 
the women. 

When their work was finished, 
Mrs. Arthur Jones put them up for 
the night, and the next morning 
they went on their way. Mrs, 
Jones had plans for raising money 
to buy more bonds, and the idea 
has spread to the 4-H Club of the 
neighborhood. The other morning 
Emma Rutledge came to see Mrs. 
Jones. 

“Miss Esther,” she said, “we've 
got $6.56 in our treasury. It’s not 
enough to buy a bond, but we 
want to buy savings stamps.” Mrs. 
Jones (Miss Esther to all her 
friends) said that would be fine, 
and the next day she sent her son, 
Norman, with Erma into town and 
the savings stamps were bought. 

Mrs. Jones shares generously 
with all the women of Booger Hol- 
ler the credit for everthing, espe- 
cially her officers, Mrs. Bert Page, 
vice-president; Mrs, Willard Ross, 


secretary; Mrs. T. N. Rush, treas- 
urer; Mrs. Leo McAllister, repor- 


‘ter, and Mrs. Henry Watson, her 


unofficial “backer-upper,” and to 
their husbands who support them 
in all their undertakings. 

“Our men back us up,” she says, 
“or we couldn’t do anything.” 

She and the other Booger Holler 
women still dream of their com- 
munity house. “The war won’t last 
always,” she says. “When we win 
and the boys come marching 
home, we'll have our house. Just 
now we're sticking up for our 
country, but when peace comes 
we'll again be found sticking up 
for Booger Holler.”

East Makes 
Two Errors 


In One Play

BOUT 25 thousand sets. of 
Answers in connection with the 

recent national examination 
were sent to me for marking, and 
the vast amount of labor in- 
volved makes a full report impos- 
sible at this time. I shall begin 
reviewing controversial questions 
at the earliest possible moment. 
Meanwhile, however, the following 
announcements are in order: 

In question 15, five spade and 
five heart answers were inadvert- 
ently grouped with other pre 
emptive bids, such as three and 
four spades. Actually, an open- 
ing five spades or five hearts bid 
was not bad. Hence, in marking 
up papers sent to me, I assessed 
only a 15 point demerit instead 
of the 50 point demerit which was 
indicated. Examinees who kept 
their own scores should, of course, 
make the proper adjustment,

West, surprisingly enough, chose 
to open the spade ace and, when 
his partner played the seven, con- 
tinued with the spade queen. East 
ruffed dummy’s king and now, 
holding on to his singleton ace of 
trumps for reasons known only 
to himself, shifted to a low club. 
This was really two mistakes in 
one play. It was bad enough to 
keep the diamond acé, but doubly 
bad to lead a club from the K-10-9, 
(If declarer had held the A-Q and 
a small club instead of the A-Q 
blank, East’s club lead would have 
made it possible for the declarer 
to avoid any losers in the suit.) 
As it was, declarer won with the 
club queen, cashed the heart ace, 
and ruffed a heart. He re-entered 
his hand with the club ace to ruff 
another heart, and then ruffed the 
club jack to ruff his last heart in 
dummy, 

Now, with clubs and hearts 
stripped from both the North and 


‘South hands, declarer, praying that 


East had made a mistake and was 
now down to the blank ace of dia- 
monds, exited from dummy with a 
trump. Declarer’s prayer was an- 
swered. East, indeed, had the 
blank ace and now had to return 
either a club or heart. On either 
declarer could discard his remain- 
ing spade while ruffing in dummy, 
then could return to his own hand 
by ruffing a spade and draw 
West’s remaining trump, for the 
fulfilling trick. 

The moral is that a defender 
should not hold on to a singleton 
high trump unless he can see an 
excellent and specifiic reagon for 
doing so.

These two lines do not cause the 
eye to light up in recognition of 
what may be the world’s oldest, as 
well’ as most famous song; but it 
would not be at all surprising if it 
turned out that they are the Arabic 
origin of our very familiar: 

For we won't go home till morn- 
ing; 
We won't go home till morning; 
We won't go home till morning, 
Till daylight doth appear. 


How did this classic start? Many 
people would give a lot to know. 
There is not a civilized spot on the 
face of the globe, where this song 
is not played or sung. The Arabs 
in the Sahara. The Turks on the 
far eastern steppes, Americans and 
Britons in all times and climes, 
Frenchmen, Finns, Danes, Hindus 
and Labradorians—these and many, 


many other peoples sing and have 


sung it for centuries, 

Over 700 years ago, its chant 
cheered the searchers after the 
holy sepulcher; Mary Antoinette 
and Louis sang it over the cradle 
of the Dauphin; the cries of the 
French Revolution could not drown 
it out, 

As far as can be ascertained: the 
song is of Asian origin, a folk tune, 
perhaps, of the Saracens, from 
whom the Crusaders picked it up 
and brought it back with them to 
Europe, whence it made its way 
here. 

The air has been a favorite of 
musicians, too; among others, in 
1784, Beaumarchais requisitioned it 
.or his March of Figaro; Beetho- 
ven, in 1813, for his well-known 
Battle Symphony, which signalized 
the French Army under, Napoleon; 
Siraudin, Bizet and others, in 1867, 
as the theme song of a four-act 
opera bouffe at the Athenee.

Beat 
vigorously till stiff and creamy, 
stir in vanilla and drop quickly 
by spoonfuls over clusters of rais- 
ins. Let stand until stiff.

suspicion the old-time belief that 
the slices had to be salted, stacked 
up, topped with a weight and al- 
lowed to drain for an hour or 
more. If this method had a pur- 
pose, it was to allow the salt to 
penetraté the slices, not to “draw 
off” anything unwholesome. So 
just skip it when you try today’s 
recipe, and see how easy it is to 
make a sumptuously good main 
dish out of the misunderstood egg- 
plant. 
Stuffed Baked Eggplant. 

Two small eggplant, two cups 
diced cooked ham, one cup fresh or 
canned tomatoes, two tablespoons 
finely chopped onion, one table- 
spoon butter, one cup cooked rice, 
one teaspoon sugar, one teaspoon 
salt, few grains paprika, few 
grains black pepper, one egg, beat- 
en, one-half cup buttered bread- 
crumbs. 

Cut eggplants in halves length- 
wise and scoop out pulp, leaving 
shells about one-fourth inch thick. 
Piace shells in cold water. Com- 
bine pulp chopped fine with ham, 
tomatoes, onion, butter, rice, sugar 
and seasonings. Heat in a sauce- 
pan until boiling hot. Stir part of 
hot mixture into beaten egg; then 
combine egg mixture with remain- 
ing hot eggplant mixture. Drain 
shelis and fill; sprinkle bread- 
crumbs coated with two table- 
spoons melted butter on top. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for about 45 minutes
